We are within a few 
weeks of the anniversary 
of the Kishineff massacre, 
but the echoes of that terrible atrocity have, not died away yet. We still 
hear of mock trials and mock punishments, and the anniversary day may 
dawn to the accompaniment of yet more judicial mockery by the ingenious 
farceurs of the Ministry of the Interior. That the lust for booty and 
massacre is still rampant may be seen from the attempted renewal of the 
riots in Kishineff. This time the military interfered with effect, though not 
till after the police had, for some time, maintained the role of passive specta- 
tors. But it is vain to suppress the riots when the Government, by its own 
judicial action, is almost condoning the outrages on Jews. Looking at the 


events enacted in the Kishineff Court House, the mob cannot be blamed if | 
they regard the sentences passed on the rioters of last Kaster as a com- | 
pulsory concession to foreign prejudices, and make up their minds that it 1s 
the murderers of the Jews rather than the officials of the law who express 
the real intentions of the Government. 


If another disaster should befall 


in the coming Easter, the responsibility will rest, before the world, upon 
the Russian authorities. Meanwhile Dr. Singer's book (‘‘ Russia at 
the Bar of the American People ’’) which is about to be published, will 
convince Count Cassini that if, as he believes, the Jews of Russia have 
already forgotten Kishineff, neither the Jews nor the Christians of America 
have dismissed that tragedy from their minds. The most interesting 
feature of the preface to Dr. Singer's work is the letter from Dr. 
Kempster, one of the Commissioners sent by Congress to Russia in 1891, 
for the purpose of studying the immigration question. Dr. Kempster, 
whose letter was written last July, speaks of the ‘* amazing loyalty "’ of 
the Russian Jews. Since then the Far Eastern war has broken out, and the 
unrequited patriotism of the Russian Jew. has shown itself more pathetically 
than ever. His conservative nature clings to the country iu which he was 
born, though it has treated him as worse than a stranger. But the chief 
moral of Dr. Kempster’s letter lies in its indication of the change of 
American feeling toward Russia. Count Cassini is said to have been sent to 
Washington especially to consolidate an old-standing friendship and to 
‘* Russianise American opinion.’’ His mission has beena black and unredeemed 
failure ; and this voluble diplomatist is reported to be so disgusted as to 
accuse the Americans of being deficient in the finer feelings of chivalry and 
gratitude, and to denounce them roundly, in Napoleonic fashion, as a nation 
of vulgar shop-keepers ready to sacrifice a great principle for the sake of 
a few dollars. The truth is exactly the reverse. It was not only the peril 
to American trade in Manchuria, but the abhorrence of the Kishineff 
bloodshed which has alienated American sympathy. The Russian Govern- 
ment will learn, though perhaps too late, that Jew-baiting not only degrades 
it at home, but weakens it abroad. 


— 


The immigration returns for the two 
months of the new year do not bear 
a very disastrous appearance. There 
is, as compared with January and February of 1905, a reduction of 489 in 
the number of aliens arriving here and not described in the lists as 
en poute to other countries. In the case of the avowed transmigrants, 
there is a large diminution of 2,208. [n all, the total of both classes shows 
a reduction of 2,697 immigrants touching these shores during January and 
February of this year as compared with the corresponding period of 1903, 
The figures seem to point to a check In the emigration movement 
from Eastern Europe, all the more interesting in view of the continued 
threats of restrictive legislation in the United Kingdom, Anti-alienists 
may attribute the diminution in the flow of the tide to the increased 
stringency of the American restrictions. But it would be difficult for them 
to explain why the greater rigour of a law passed many months ago sbould 
only just begin to exert its influence, the last American returns having 
shown an increase of new-comers, bringing the immigration, as Senator 
Lodge observes with some. concern, up to a total of almost a million 
souls a year. In any case, the reduction in the number of transmigrants 
does not seem to have been accompanied by a rise in the number of 
aliens settling in this country, for the paltry increase of two hundreds 
exhibited in the returns of last month has not materially affected the 
general trend of the situation. When one remémbers the various causes 
at work to reduce the numbers of real settlers here, it will be seen 
what small cause there is for any serious anxiety on this subject. There is 
far more ground for apprehension in the continued invasion of the residential 
area by factories and warehouses. On the first of next month the Borough 
Council of Poplar is reducing its price for electric power to a lower figure 
than that charged by any other municipal body in London. This will help 
to attract yet more factories to the district. It is worth remembering that 
the Stepney Council comes next to that of Poplar in point of cost of electric

/ movement is of practical concern for the Jews of England, who will 


probably soon witness an attempt at State dispersion by meins of the 
‘* prohibited areas "’ plan. In the present instance the work is purely 
voluntary, and is undertaken by the Jewish Agricultural and Industrial 
Aid Society, with the assistance of the B'nai B'rith. The labours of 


this body are far from discouraging. From 1,830 three years ago 
the number of people. dispersed in twelve months” rose last. 


year to 3 ,d20% [In the three years duriag which operations have been 
carried on, more than 10,000 people have been sent away from New York. 
Even this number represents, in the Society's opinion, only the initial 
quantities in a process of geometrical progression. For every man settled 
in one of the less crowded areas is a magnet drawing others away from the 
heatand suffocation of New York tenements. This is the experience of 20 
years; and upon it the Society base the prediction that the 10,000 already 
dispersed will attract 5,000 others to their new homes in the course 
of the next decade. In this, as in many other matters, ‘‘it is the first 
step which costs.’’ Once the foot is firmly planted, the process is at an 
accelerated pace. One of the features of the work is the extremely 
small number of the scattered Jews who find their way back to New York. 
This is satisfactory in view of the tendency to return to the old haunts, 
which has been met with, we believe, by the dispersion movement here. 


Compared with the 
similar movement in 
this country, the pro- 
gress of the Society referred to makes a brave showing. If wecould besure of 
sending 10,000 Jews out of the Kast End by three years’ work we should 
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look forward to the future in that part of London with more confidence than 
we entertain at the present moment. The machinery in each instance 
seems to be partly the same—local committees in co-operation with the 
central body at New York. It would be useful, therefore, if the difference in 
results could be explained. To some extent the disparity in the 
numbers of the two populations accounts for the disproportion in 
the number of the dispersed. The American Society has a vastly larger 
congested population to work among than has our own Dispersion 
Committee, and finds a proportionately greater number of men and women 
ready to remove. But this consideration may not explain the whole 
difference. It would be interesting to know whether the people sent away 
from New York are comparatively raw aliens, or whether they are native- 
born Jews or foreign Jews long resident in the country. The willingness 
and ability of people to leave must surely depend in a large measure on the 
extent of their Americanisation, and in England it has always been 
assumed that the best course is to send away only those with some know- 
ledge of the English language and English manners. If our American 
brethren have succeeded in removing many of the new-comers. frem the 
crowded centres, their experience and methods might be of considerable 
value to those similarly engaged in this country. In this connection we 
note that another Transatlantic Jewish body—the Jewish League of 
America—has begun a movement for diverting the new arrivals at the ports 
of disembarkation and sending them straight away to the Western States, 
A Convention of Jewish Societies from all parts of the country is to meet 
shortly and formulate a plan of operations. This idea, which the Jewish 
(‘hronicle suggested several years ago, represents the ideal form of 
dissemination. It is in the nature of.a preventative rather than a 


‘eure, and should be closely watched on this side of the Atlantic. 


According to the Jewish Press of America, the League referred to 
does not think it practicable to send away Russian Jews who are 
now settled in the city, but they will be told at numerous meetings in 
synagogues of the desirability of migrating. Contrary as is the policy of 
the League to that adopted in England, its energy in attacking a first-class 
Our American brethren, 
at all events, have grasped the cardinal importance of decentralisation. 


The Board of Guardians, 
at its annual meeting on 
| Sunday next, will have 
many questions of importance to deal with, but we hope that it will be able 
to spare a little of its time for the discussion of matters affecting 
the work of the Industrial Committee. We express this hope in no 
sense of hostility to the Industrial Committee itself, which has 
done excellent work under difficult conditions. Many hundreds of Jewish 
lads have, by its means, been added to the industrial ranks-—-boys who, 
whether they do or do not subsequently follow their trade, will always be 
able to rely on their handicraft as a solid and valuable asset. A great deal 
of attention has been directed to the large number of cancellations of 
indentures entered into under the Committee's auspices. The matter 
has already been considered by the Board, though apparently 
with little result. One ought not, perhaps, to feel surprised at this state 
of things. The tendency of the age is to make money quickly and not to 
toil by the week for a fixed wage. Apprenticeships and the Zeitgeist are 
hopelessly at variance. Several of the City companies have funds for the 
apprenticing of boys, but the boys do not come forward in sufficient 
numbers, and it is stated that more than one Guild has failed to obtain any 
reply to the advertisement for apprentices inserted in the public press. 
Another effort is being made on the same lines by a new body—the 
Apprentices’ Institution, and its work will be watched with considerable 
interest. But when to these normal difficulties of the situation there is added 
the difficulty of the religious abstinences from work—a limitation greatly

curtailing the ‘area in which employers can be approached 
—the success so far achieved by the Industrial Committee of 
the Board becomes al! the more commendable. This should 


not, however, prevent. the taking of further steps to limit the number 
of cancellations, and so save much trouble and money, as well as 
many spoiled careers ; and we hope that the question will be taken up and 
pressed’ to a satisfactory issue. Another point which is deserving of 
consideration next Sunday is the separation of the apprenticing work of the 
Board from its purely eleeniosynary functions. The arguments that have 
been used against this suggestion are very feeble. Nothing would be 
lost by separating the two departments, while there is a good deal to be 
gained by this policy. It is a prineiple with the State to eradicate the 
taint of pauperism as completely as possible from the youth of the country, 
and that should also be the policy of the Jewish community. To suggest 
that the apprenticing labours of the Committee should not be dissociated 
from the relief work of the Board, because they are another part of the 
Board’s work, is as fatuous as to advocate the continuance of the present 
system on the ground that it ‘* elevates ’’ the Board. The Board is made 
for the boys, not the boys for the Board. ‘The Board elevates itself truly 
when it raises human souls, | | 

The scheme for the establishment of men’s 

clubs in the East End, which was recently 

outlined to the Maccabzans by Dr. Bertram 
Abrahams, is at least welcome as an indication that the Maccabzxan Club 
recognises itself as the heir to something more than a gastronomic mission. 
Useful service may be done by means of public dinners to judiciously 
selected guests. But a little more than this is expected from a body which 
is supposed to be ‘representative of all that is progressive in English

Jewry,’’ and which contains among its members some of the cream 
of the Jewish intellect of London, as well as not a little of the 
community’s public spirit. There is sufficient motive power among the 
Maccabeeans to work the machinery of many a great movement; 
and all that seems wanting is a leader who will harness it to 
the work. For the specific proposal advanced by Dr. Abrahams, 
which is said to be only the preliminary to a larger plan, there is much to 
be urged. There is no reason why all care of the Jewish youths 
of East London should be broken off at the age of eighteen or nine- 
teen. It is at this age, with the larger income and liberty it brings, 
that the joie de vivre begins to assert its influence. Yet if we exclude 
isolated institutions like the Jewish Working Men’s Club, our 
young men are sent adrift during this critical period of their lives, and 
forced to shape a course for themselves. Dr. Abrahams suggests that we 
should ‘‘ get at and retain the great bulk of the young men who have been 
through the mill of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and Lads’ Clubs,’’ and that 
men’s clubs, which should be essentially social in character, should be 
formed. But there is also room for literary societies, reading-rooms, technical 
classes and other forms of activity which could reapa rich intellectual harvest 
among our brethren in the East End, if only the Maccabzeans would ally 
themselves to the many. eager spirits whose home is in those parts. Let the 
young men from the West join the many wise men of the Kast in a spirit 
not of patronage, but of equal comradeship, and we shall see some 


surprising results. To the objection that the multiplication of institutions 
in the East End may retard the progress of decentralisation the answer is 
simple. The club once formed as a centre of confidence and mutual 
counsel makes it all the easier to inspire its members to go where life is 
ampler and less confined, and to carry with them germs of institutions like 
that of which they will have already found the value. 


WAR. 


A somewhat amusing suggestion as to the relationship between the Jewish 
and Slavonic troops now en route for the Far East 1s to be found in a letter 
from a soldier named Veruinin to his father (a small shopkeeper near Arat). 
‘The letter, which is dated from Minisovaya, the Western terminus of the 
Trans-Baikal Railway, and is sent by the Moseow correspondent of the 
Daily News, begins with innumerable “ loves” and “ greetings ” to relatives. 
Then follows an account of the hardships of the journey, and the letter of 
the simple and not very learned soldier proceeds: “ We are hungry to get 
at the Japanese. Kiss Lukeria, and tell her I will bring home their pig- 
tails to tie up the old cow with. Now for our amusements. We have a Jew 
called Yanko (Yankel?), a first-rate little chap. His father is a rich man, 
and he taught’ us to play ecards. He played quite fair, but. won all our 
money. He says he can count to a million. Markoff sold him the buttons 
off his coat, but the sergeant hit Yanko, and made him stand in the snow 
and sew them on again. We call Yanko ‘lobster,’ as he got very red, being 
a proud man.” Further on, another touch 1s added to this little 
picture, for it appears that when the frost-bitten and shiftless soldiers found 
themselves without matches to light the hot air-pipes in the train, the clever 
Yanko produced a whole box of them, and proceeded to sell them singly. 
“TI owe him one rouble and three kopecks,” writes the simple warrior 
Veruinin. Our contemporary observes with truth that this story of the sale 
of matches, ete., “sounds like what Mr. Kipling’s sceptical novelist called 
sheer, flagrant mechanism.” “As for Yanko, the leading figure in this 
interestjng letter,” remarks the Daily News, ~ he might have come straight 
out of a novel by Mr. Zangwill.” The following touch is still more sus- 
picious: “Our men who were frost-bitten got an extra tcharka of vodka. It 
is astonishing how easy it 1s to get bitten.” 

The Paris correspondent of the Times telegraphed on March 10th:— 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Aurore publishes some curious par: 
ticulars of the turn taken by Russian official anti-Semitism in the war preparations. 
He says that the Minister of the Interior has claimed for himself the privilege of 
partially revising the list of reservists to be called up. He points out the enormous 
percentage of Jews sent to the front. It includes most of the doctors of the Jewish 
persuasion in St. Petersburg. Thus, out of 180 medical men who left at the beginning 
of the month no fewer than 110 were Jews. This measure was taken for two reasons, 
although against the wish of the Minister of War. One reason was that the Jewish 
savants are all supposed to be Liberals and their presence in Russia in critical times 
is considered Gadanvahle. The other motive is that reprehensible and interested 
influences were brought to hear on behalf of certain non-Jewish practitioners, who 
are only too glad thus to get their Jewish rivals out of the way. The families of 
Jewish reservists are the objects of vexatious measures on the part of the authorities, 
who expel them from’ the large towns and oblige them to take refuge in the ghettos 
reserved for Jews. The Jewish doctors sent to the Far’ East are deprived of part 
of their emoluments and only receive 900 roubles (£90) for travelling expenses, 
whereas the Christians get 1,250 roubles (£125). The correspondent speaks of the 
pressure brought to bear on those Jews whose presence is tolerated outside the 
radius of the ghettos by subordinate officials and police agents. who claim ‘“* volun- 
tary contributions’? for the Red Cross, the naval fund, and other institutions. His

Report of the Mahamad. 


The Report of the Mahamad, which was practically identical with that 
presented to the Elders (an abstract of which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle 
of February 5th), together with the statement of accounts, was presented, 

Mr. A. BENABO commented on the unsatisfactory result, so far as the 
finances: of thé synagogue were concerned, of the building operations 
which they had been engaged. 

Mr. S. H. VALENTINE drew ‘attention to the following paragraph in the 
report :— 

The Mahamad recently received a deputation, who represented a Society of Yehidim 
and Congregantes recently formed to establish Religious Classes in the East End of 
London and for other purposes. Pecuniary assistance from Congregational Funds was 
asked for the furtherance of the objects of the Society, and, after an exchange of views, 
the deputation were assured that the Mahamad were in sympathy with the representations 
made, but that. it was essential that a more definite scheme should be formulated and 
submitted before the question of affording assistance from the Synagogue’s 


Kinds 
should be entertained. 


He said that some statement might opportunely be made to the 
Yehidim as to how the Mahamad stood towards the institution referred to in 


the paragraph he had quoted. Enquiries, made by a Committee which had 


been formed, showed that no less than 100 children of their eougregation in 
the East End received no religious instruction. That was a eood and 
sufficient reason why some steps should. be taken for the purpose of 
satisfying that want. 

‘Mr. A. LINDO HENRY said he would have been glad if the Mahamad had 
done a little more than express. their sympathy and refer the matter baek 
to the Committee from whieh the idea had originated: The number of 
children without religious instruction was a very serious matter, and he 
thought that the congregation, and therefore the Mahamad as representing 
the congregation, should take more active steps to assist the Committee. It 
was very gratifying to find that there was a body of gentlemen in the East 
End who, having seen the importance of this subject, had set their shoulders 
to the wheel and made a good preliminary start. | 

Mr. JosHuA M. Levy, replying to Mr. Benabo, said that the result of the 
building operations had disappointed no-one, but as their revenue grew 
their expenditure also increased. The returns from Finta were sufficient to 
account for the deficit. The budget was framed on the basis of a return of 
£1,850 from Finta, but only £1,363 was ‘realised. I! the Yehidimn allowed 
matters to continue in that way, they must not be surprised that the aecounts 
were unsatisfactory. The up-keep of the Almshouses and of the Hendon 
Burial Ground, expensive charges which could not :be avoided, likewise con- 
tributed to the deficit. With regard to what Mr. Valentine and Mr. Henry had 
said, he desired to state that the Mahamad were waiting to hear from the 
Committee again. They were entirely in sympathy with the object in view, 
and the paragraph in the report was an earnest of their interest in the 
subject. 

Mr. S. H. VALENTINE asked for some information concerning the re-intro- 
duction of the announcement of offerings. | 

M. E. L. Mocatra detailed the circumstances, and contended that in the 
modified form there could be no objection to the re-introduction. 

Mr. M. A. N. LINDO referred to the plébiscite which he had condueted. 
When the Asecamoth came to be revised, provision should be made 
for associating the members more closely with the affairs of the congregation, 
and it would then be unnecessary fora private individual to ascertain the 
views of the Yehidim on any matter affecting the congregation. 

Mr. A. Lindo HENRY paid a tribute to the Mahamad for the conciliatory 
manner in which they had met the objections of those who were opposed to 
the announcement of offerings. 

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that the gentleman who had threatened to 
stop all payments to the congregation if the announcement of offerings were 
re-introduced had not only not put his threat into execution but had con- 
tributed more than previously.

How the Dispersion Movement is being 
Carried on in America. } 


Now that decentralisation is becoming one of the urgent questions of 
the day, the methods of dispersion adopted by Jews aeross the Atlantic are 
of particular interest... The Jewish Agricultural and Industrial Aid Society 
Which numbers men like Cyrus L. Sulzberger on its executive, has taken 
in active part in the movement, and its report, just isstied, makes instrue- 
tive reading. During last year volo persons were removed from New York 
by its Industrial Removal Office. This compares with 3,208 in 1902, and 
1,830 in 1901, showing that the number of those removed. is rapldly incréas- 
ing. In the three years since the liauguration of the movement, no less 
than 10,563 persons have been sent away from New York. This may not 
have greatly affected the concentration in New York, but, applied on the 
same scale in London, the effect would be quickly felt. One of the 
difficulties of the dispersion movement is the tendency of the “ dispersed ” 
to return to the old haunts. But the Society states that only some five or six 
hundred oof those it} sent away came back again, leaving 
net 10,000 -removed..9 “It has been our custom.’ savs the 
heport, “six weeks after sending away any person; to follow it up with a 
letter of inquiry as to whether or not lie was satisfactorily placed. Our 
reports in this connection are most gratifying, showing for the year 1903 a 
percentage of 93.9 per cent. as satisfactory as against a percentage of 92.5 
in 1902. Those known to have returned to New York in 1903 were V7 per 
cent., and, in 1902, 14 per cent.””) The Society frankly acknowledges that 
these figures are not conelusive, since some may have returned to New 
York without its knowledge, while others, reported as satisfactory after a 
lapse of six weeks may have subsequently proved unsatisfactory. 

The occupations of the persons removed cover a wide range; and the 
places to which they are sent are likewise numerous. The Society has 


agencies, for instance, at St. Louis, Cineinnati, Milwaukee... Detroit. 


Rochester, and Kansas City, and the Iscal committees at these places have 
laboured Jiard for the success of the moveinent, as has also the Binat B'rith 
“A most gratifying feature of the work.” says the Report, “is the large 
number of cases sent ‘by request, and upon the advice and consent of the 


receiving community; that is to say. cases Where a husband, or some other 


member of a family, had previously been sent away, and where his progress - 


was sufficiently encouraging to justify him in sending for his relations. Of 
such cases the records of the current year show a total of 47 per cent. 

The vast bulk of those sent ‘by request’ are following the man 
who was originally sent by us, and whose suecess attracted his relatives. 
The power of this attraction cannot be measured solely by the removals made 
directly through our Society. According to the statistics gathered by our 
representative at Ellis Island of the Jewish immigration that arrived at the 
Port of New York in the years 1900, 1901, and 1902, 73 per cent. had the 
City of New York as their ultimate destination; of those arriving in the 
current year, 69} per cent. were destined for New York, which, eon the 
basis of immigration for the current vear, shows that the number of persons 
who moved directly, and at their own expense, to the interior towns, was 3} 
per cent., or 2,224 more than last year.” 

These fuets, 1t will be seen, bear out the statement in the last Annual 
Report of the Jewish Board of Guardians as to the tendency of Jewish 
immigrants into America to settle in cities other than New. York. The 
Society rightly suggests that the establishment of a number of Jewish 
immigrants at a given point speedily results in attracting a considerable 
additional number to the same point: This, it says, has been the 
unfailing experience of the past 20 years. It is, therefore, expected that the 
work will continue in geometric progression, and that the 10,000. persons 
removed in the last three years will bring five times their number to the 
same places within the next decade. This point may well be borne in 
mind by Anglo-Jewish workers, who are troubled by the slowness of their 
movement. One of the:rules of the Society 1s never to send away men 
who are already earning a livelihood in New York, even if the promise 1s 
made of a better position. The promise often turns out to be very “ illusive.” 
The Society adds that the charge so frequently made as to the unwillingness 
of Jewish workmen to do manual labour is amply disproved by its own 
experience.. “ We have considerable numbers of men,” it says, “engaged 
in the breweries, tanneries, and tin plate works of Milwaukee, the packing- 
houses of Omaha’and Kansas City, the railroad shops in Omaha, the car 
shops of Lorraine, Ohio, and inthe street-cleaning in St. Louis.. The 
uniform testimony of their employers is that their industry and sobriety 
make them a most desirable class of workmen.” This variety of occupation 
must greatly facilitate the work of dispersion. — oa 

During the past three months there has been a considerable falling off 
in the number of removals. But this was due to a dispute with the railroad 
companies, and to trade depression -hoth of them temporary causes. 

It ought to be added that the Society also does a good deal to help 
Jewish agriculturalists. It reports that the Jewish farming settlements 
in Connecticut are doing far better than those in South Jersey. The 
latter, it appears, have had their crops injured by climatic conditions, and 
are remiss in the observance of their obligatious, many of them bitterly 
resenting any attempt to enforce even the payment of interest: “The 
farmers,” says the Report, “can gradually be made to rely upon their own 
resources if they are not treated as objects of charity, but upon a business 
basis.” The Society has helped the Canadian farmers of the Jewish Colonisa- 


tion Association, but its attempt to encourage Jewish farmers in Dakota has . 


failed. One of the newest forms of revenue for the settlers is that provided 
by catering for summer Visitors from the cities. This is not only good for 
the farmers and the Ghetto folks. who are enabled to spend an agreeable 
holiday. but may have the effect of stimulating the dispersion movement 

Finally, mention should be made of another of the Society's activities, 
namely, the encouragement of industries in rural parts. This ts an import 
ant auxiliary fo the agricultural movement, for 1 brings the consumers of 
farming produce straight to the colonies. On the other hand, it also means 
the removal of many mechanics from the towns. Good progress is reported 
from.the factories in the South Jersey districts, and the incustete! 
situation of the famous Woodbine Colony is described as “exceedingly 
gratifying.” 
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OBITUARY. 


Mr. JESSE JOSEPH, Montreal, 


Mr. Jesse Joseph, who died at Montreal, on the 24th ult., was one of 
the oldest residents of that city. He was born at Berthier-en-haut in July, 
1820, and belonged to one of the oldest English-speaking families of Canada, 
his grandfather having come to that country with the army of occupation 
under General Wolfe. Mr. Joseph’s father was originally connected with 
the commissariat department the British Army, but subse- 
quently he carried on commerce on. an extensive scale from 
Berthier, Montreal, and the Hudson Bay ports. He was a_ large 
shipowner, and practically laid the foundations of the present vast mer- 
cantile marine of Canada. Mr. Jesse Joseph came to Montreal, as a young 
man, engaging as a clerk in a wholesale house. He afterwards entered the 
oil and glass business. He carried on an enormous trade with Antwerp, 
being the tirst to develop commercial relations between Canada and Belgium, 
and for many years acted as consul for the latter country. In recognition 
of his services in this connection he was created Knight of the Order of 
Leopold by the King of the Belgians, who also bestowed upon him the 
Decoration Civique of the First Class. He retired from general eommercial 
pursuits in 1864, and henceforward devoted all his. attention to the 
interests of the many large companies with which he was associated. At 
one time he was connected with over a dozen of the largest of the city’s joint 
stock corporations, as president or director, and was keenly interested in 
public matters up to the very last 
Mr. Joseph was, for a long term of years, President of the Montreal Gas 
Company, now the Montreal Light, Heat and Power Company, and it was 
largely his able administration of the affairs of that company that brought 
it to the strong financial position it at present occupies. He was also for a 
long period president of the old City Passenger Railway, and it was during 
his administration that the double tracks and loop lines: were introduced. 
Mr. Joseph’s first connection with the corporation was in 1877, when he 
became a director. He served in that capacity until 1884, when he became 
President. He resigned in 1892. He was, for a number of years, on the 
directorate of La Banque Nationale, and was a director and one of the 
founders of the old Montreal Telegraph Company, which 1s now affliated 
with the Great North-Western. Mr. Joseph remained on the Board of 
Directors until his death. HHlE was also one of the original directors of the 
Pecyie’s Telegraph Company, and was at one time a member of the 
Dominion Telegraph Company. He was one of the largest real estate owners 
in Montreal 

Mr. Joseph held othee on, the Board of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue for over half-a-century, and was President at the time of his 
death. Of a warm-hearted, kindly disposition, no appeal to his generosity 
was ever made in vain, although his gifts to charitable objects were very 
often made anonymously. The Rev. Meldola de Sola and Mr. Clarence de 
Sola are his nephews, and Mrs. A. Pinto and Mrs. B. Pinto, of London, 
are nieces. 


Rabbi Dr. MORITZ RAHMER, Magdeburg. 

Judaism in Germany has lost a distinguished rabbi, preacher, teacher. 
and litterateur by the death of Rabbi Dr. Moritz Rahmer, of Magdeburg. A 
descendant of an old Jewish family, he was one of the first of Zacharias 
Frankel’s pupils who left the Breslau Seminary in order to enter” the 
Rabbinate. For thirty-seven vears he was the spiritual head of the import- 
ant community at Magdeburg, where he was greatly loved. He founded 
and directed many institutions which exercise a beneficial influence in 
the community. But his activity was also usefully employed in other 
directions. The well-known paper Israelitische Wochenschrift was long 
edited by him, as was also its literary supplement Jiidisches Litteratur- 
Blatt, which is popularly known in the. scientific world as Rahmer's 
Litteratur-Blatt. Many pedagogical and theological works also issued from 
his pen. His death has created a void which will not easily be filled. 


Mr. JOHN STRANDERS. 
A worthy and pious Jew, retiring in the extreme, passed away on the 
lith inst., in the person of Mr. John Stranders. Known to only a few of 
the present generation, Mr. Stranders had many friends among’ older 
members of the community, who highly esteemed him for his learning and 
modesty. He was the son of the late Mr. Daniel Stranders, in his time a 
respected diamond merchant in London. Mr. Stranders was a good linguist, 
possessing a knowledge of English, Hebrew, Dutch, German, and 
French, and this knowledge he utilised to the fullest extent both as teacher, 
many years ago, in the well-known school of Mr. Fless, his uncle, in 
Mansell Street, Goodman's Fields, and later.as Secretary, for a considerable 
time, to the late Chief Rabbi, whom he held in the utmost veneration. Mr. 
Stranders compiled the Hebrew Calendar and Table of Haphtorahs for 
“ Vallentine’s Almanack,” and was a frequent contributor to the Jewish 
Chronicle. He was buried on Monday at Willesden.

Senator TRARIEUX., 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | | , 
Paris, 14TH, Marcu. 
It is the duty of the Jews of France to pay a tribute to the memory of a 
noble man who has just died—M. Ludovic Trarieux, ex-Minister of Justice, 
Senator for the Gironde, Founder and President of the “ League of the Rights 
of Man and of the Citizen.” He was one of those high-minded men whose 


energies to bring about the triumph of truth and to unmask the work of 
injustice. M. Trarieux died without being able to witness the decisive 
triumph of the truth for which he had struggled; he expired at the age of 
sixty-four, weakened by his many labours which, however, will not remain 
sterile. With Scheurer-Kestner, Zola and Bernard Lazare he will be 
entitled to our grateful recollection and our veneration. He was a native 
of Bordeaux, where he gained a high reputation as a lawyer. In that 
capacity he once acted as counsel for our coreligionist, Senator David 
Raynal (who died last year), at the hearing of an infamous charge brought 
against him, from which he emerged with honour. M. Trarieux had 
been Senator for the Gironde since 1888. When in 1897 M. Scheurer-Kestner 
raised the first doubts as to the legality of Captain Dreyfus’s condemnation 
in 1894, he had .M. Trarieux, who shared these doubts, at his side. During 
the course of the Zola trial in February, 1898, at which he gave remarkable 
evidence against the forgers, M. Trarieux conceived the idea of founding 
a league which would group together all who desired to safeguard the rights 
of the citizen. This league was constituted on the 4th January, 1898. Since 
then, under his energetic impulse, the League of the Rights of Man devoted 
all its efforts to preparing for the rehabilitation of the unjustly condemned 
Jewish captain. M. Trarieux travelled all over France in order to open 
the eyes of those who had not yet seen the truth. He took a 
considerable part in all the trials and enquiries which were held between 
1898 and 1900, and he made a point of defending all who were oppressed. 
He had to submit to much mortification and many acts of injustice, but, 


consciences were troubled by the Dreyfus affair, and who devoted all their © 


allow himself to be discouraged. Many were the insults levelled against 
him, but he continued to strive after the object which his noble heart had 
dictated to him. Some months ago. his health became greatly impaired; he 
was, therefore, obliged to leave for the South, and to renounce the active 
presidency of the League. He has died, leaving us a souvenir of a pure soul 
and a beautiful conscience. 

The interment took place at the Willesden Cemetery, on Wednesday, of 
the clever actor, Mr. Ernest Alfred Boyd-Jones, who, since the first pro- 
duction of “ A Chinese Honeymoon,” at the Strand Theatre, has taken the 
role of the Lord Chancellor. Mr. Boyd-Jones had played the part without a 
break until Wednesday week, when, after the 988th performance, he was 
seized with pleurisy. Pneumonia supervened, and on Monday he died in 
the Middlesex Hospital. On the day after he was taken ill, he said “I 
shall not live to see the thousandth performance.” He wrote lyrics both 
for “ Florodora” and “ Amorelle.” The deceased, who was only thirty-four, 
belonged to a Jewish family named Jones, which formerly lived in Chelms- 
ford. 

One of the largest gatherings ever seen at a Jewish funeral in London 
was that which assembled at the Willesden Cemetery on Tuesday. when 
the remains of the late Mr. Elliot Emanuel, of Buckland Crescent, Hamp- 
stead, were interred.: Mr. Emanuel was the head of A. Emanuel and Sons, 
Limited, the well-known firm of art metal-workers and sanitary engineers in 
Marylebone and Birmingham, and, besides his many friends, the concourse 
of fully a thousand persons included the. large number of employés of the 
firm, and many of its customers. Mr. Emanuel was a generous contributor 
to most of the communal institutions.

Semitism, which gave rise to the Zionist movement, would pass away. Herr 
Wolffsohn strongly appealed to his hearers to take shares in the Colonial 
Bank. The investment, he assured them, would be absolutely safe 


Ratztway Retic For Lonnon.—Last December Sir David 
Salomons’ offered to present London with George. Stephen- 


son's “Invicta,” one of the first locomotives, which commenced 
its active career in May, 1830, on the Canterbury and Whitstable 
line, now a portion of the South-Eastern Railway. At the same time he 
promised the County Council, to whom the offer was. made, that he would 
contribute £1,000 towards the cost of placihg the old engine in position on 
a suitable pedestal. The Bridges and Historical Records and Buildings 
Committees of the authority recommended at the first meeting of the new 
Council on Tuesday, that the vacant area on the top of the steps at the 
Lambeth end of Westminster Bridge be utilised as the final resting-place 
of this relic of the earliest days of the iron horse. They reported, further, 
that the sum annexed by the donor to his gift would, in every probability, 
cover all the expenses of erection. The matter was referred back ‘to the 
Committees with a view to the selection of a more suitable site. Sir David's 
offer has been made the occasion of biographical notes in the general press. 
The Westminster Gazette says that Sir David Salomons is “a man of 
remarkable range of gifts and activities,” amd it quotes him as saying that 
he was born with mechanical tastes, and, as a boy, spent all his spare hours 
wherever men and machinery could be found at work. Our contemporary 
proceeds: “As a result of this early and lifelong enthusiasm he is: to-day 
among the greatest living authorities on* many branches of engineering.

POWERFUL INDICTMENT BY DR. ISIDORE SINGER.

realm and among the people who have, for generations, so cruelly maltreated them. 
And I know from conversation and observation among those whom I have met 
in this country since their expulsion, that to-day many of them, although they 
have been fairly prosperous since they came’ here, long to return to their country of 
oppression, sorrows, and horror; they still bewail their lot, and continually moan 
that they are not permitted to return to the Czar’s country. When spoken to con- 
cerning assistance to relieve those who are in bondage. they hold back their means, 
expressing the hone that the time is at hand when relief will be sent to them, and 
they will be recognised as citizens in a land to which they were originally invited. 
To me this state of mind was one of the most touching experiences we had, and, 
although incomprehensible in itself, it speaks volumes for the loyalty of the people 
to the land of their birth. And it must not be believed that this strange patriotic 
feeling is found alone among the poorer classes. : 
those that are educated and have standing in the professions, 

‘ Particularly do I recall two gentlemen, attorneys who lived in St. Petersburg, 
both of whom had ‘the right to reside there’ by al! the canons of Russia's peculiar 
code; and yet these two gentlemen were in hourly anticipation of the dreaded 
summons to leave the country, and this idea seeméd to be to them one of the most 
dreadful things that could occur. I assured them both that. men of their talents 
would very speedily find recognition in this country, and that they would do vastly 
better here thas there, financially and in any othér way, but my words were all to 
no purpose. The very thought of leaving that wretched country seemed to fill them 
with sickening dread, and this same sentiment permeates the rank and file of the 
Jewish population in Russia so far as my observation went 


If one reads side by side with this curious contribution to the psychology of the 
Russian Jew the historic documents in Chapter V., in which the most eminent Russian

statesmen, Church dignitaries, and economists, from ‘Catherine IL. down to the 
present vear, plead for full emancipation for the Jew in Russia, not only for the 
sake of humanity, but. for politico-cconomical reasons, the obstinacy with which 
the Russian government keeps in slavery and is systematically starving to death 
4,000,000 of its loyal subjects must needs appear an. insoluble puzzle to all who are 
not acquainted with the fundamental principles of the: politico-religious development 
of the Russian state and ‘nation. But even if we admit. for argument’s sake, the 
standpoint of the Russian autocracy in ifs dealings with the unfortunate dwellers of 
the vast Ghetto which stretches from Libau on the Baltie to Odessa on the Black 
Sea (who for racial and religious reasons that are stronger than even the Cossack's 
knout, naturally resist the intended conversion of themselves into Greek Orthodox 
moujiks and kulaks), 1s the present situation within the Pale. as revealed on more 
than one page of the present work by impartial and competent observers, anything 
but an undisguised avowal of political, econoniical, and moral bankruptcy on the 
part of the Czar? : 

The recital of the prayers for the rest of the souls of the dead of Kishineff will 
be echoed with the roar of the guns of Russia’s and Japan's fleets and armies in 
the Far Kast. The poor Russian soldiers and sailors sleeping their eternal sleep in 
the cold earth of Korea and on the botiom of the Yellow Sea. like the Bessarabian 
Jews who had been bfitchered to. the sounds of last vear’s Kaster bells. are victimes 
of the same national and religious policy which, let. us hope, sooner or later will 
dismember the proud empire of the Czar. and bring to naught the dream of Peter 
the Great and his successors to plant the Russian eagle and the Greek cross from the 
Bosphorus to the heart of the Chinese Empire. 7

The Kishineff Trial. 


MORE LENIENT SENTENCES 

A Reuter telegram dated Kishineff, March lIth, says:—After a hearing 
lasting two weeks, Judgment was delivered to-day in the cases of a prisoner 
named Russnak and 53 other persons tried on charges connected with the 
anti-Jewish riots here last year. Kighteen of the accused were charged with 
murder, and the remainer with complicity. Russnak and another man 
named Bordian were found guilty of the murder of a married couple named 
Fonarshi, and were sentenced to four years’ and eight months’ hard labour 
respectively. Fifteen of the accused received sentences of imprisonment 
ranging from four months to one vear, and 36 were acquitted. The claims 
presented by the Jews were rejected. Fhe sentences will receive legal force 
on April 25th, after the examination by the Appeal Court of any appeals 
which be presented.

| Public Opinion and the Dreyfus Affair. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
| Paris, MARCH. 
The Criminal Chamber of the Court of Cassation is silently and con- 
a scientiously pursuing the enquiry upon which it has entered. At the 
| present moment it is examining the documents at the Ministry of War, 
| disregarding all attempts at intimidation, and all the insults of the anti- 
Semites. You can very well imagine that the Judges of the Supreme Court 
have been the subject of accusations by friends of M. Drumont. Thus 
Procureur-Général Baudouin is stigmatised as “the Baudouin of the 
Humberts.” The reporter, M. Boyer, is a person who has “sold himself, 
and a “semi-traitor.” People in. authority are accustomed to this kind of 
vocabulary, and pay no attention to it. : : 
“When the enquiry shall have been completed,” writes M. Cornély, 
“and when all the circumstances indicated in the memorandum of the 
Captain, in the pleadings of his counsel, in the report of the councillor, 
and in the requisitoire of the Procureur-Général shall have been verified a 
second time, the truth will appear so clearly that one must be blind not to 
see it, and criminal not to: acknowledge it.” Nevertheless, the eminent 
! journalist desires that the civil jurisdiction alone should say the last word 
on this sad case. 3 
: | The newspapers which, for so many years, have defended the cause of 
innocence, naturally look forward with the utmost confidence to the result 
: of the enquiry. They denounce the attitude of General Mercier, who, in 
1894, had Dreyfus condemned by illegally communicating to the judges a 
secret dossier which contained the forged paper “ Cette Canaille de D.,” who, 
in 1898, during the Zola trial, solemnly affirmed that Dreyfus was.a traitor; 
who, in 1899, at the Rennes Court Martial, produced as evidence against 
the Captain the famous document on the railways which, as the recent 
deliberations have shown, was forged in 1895, when Dreyfus was already on 
Devil's Island. By the side of General Mercier the deliberations of the 
Court have brought into bold relief the attitude of General Gonse, General de 
Boisdeffre, Paty du Clam, M. Cavaignac, and ‘all those officers whom the 
Amnesty Law has saved from punishment, but whom the new process will 
morally condemn at the bar of history. They are not, however, 
silenced. Commandant Cuignet declares that he will bring before the 
: Court facts which confirm Dreyfus’s guilt. The Nationalist Press, without

‘ making much noise, but perceiving that the battle will soon be lost by 
ee them, continues to speak of the “ traitor,” and of the “ wretch who has three 
times confessed his guilt.” In despair of convincing people by arguments, 
[ | the Libre Parole is having recourse ‘to pictures, and for ten centimes it is 


giving, in colours, the entire history of the “traitor.” The slightest incident 
is expoited and, naturally, perverted. Thus the departure of Maitre Labori 
from the Court when Maitre Mornard appealed to his evidence, was imme- 
diately explained as a disavowal by the eminent lawyer, and already it 
is being said that he does not believe in Dreyfus’s innocence, and that he 
ai had declared at Rennes that the accused could not be defended. All sorts 
ft of fantastic stories are being invented. That there have been dissensions 
between M. Labori and the Dreyfus family cannot be denied, but this fact 
does not prove that the famous lawyer does not believe in the innocence of 
his former client. It is with confidence that. in spite of the, agitations of 
the anti-Semites, men who have not been blinded by passion await the 
ecmplete and luminous manifestation of the truth. I may add that, appear- 
ances notwithstanding, complete tranquillity prevails. We are no longer 
in the troubled times when shops belonging to Jews were attacked, and 
stones were thrown at the windows of synagogues. 


The Work of the United Hebrew Charities. 


: The report of the work of the United Hebrew Charities of America 
4 is characteristic of that Continent of big things. It appears that the 
total number of applicants for help during the year ended September 
30th, 1903, was. 10,924, representing 44,560 individuals. The total 
number of new applicants was 6,260, representing 22.200 indi- 
viduals. Of the 10,924 people who solicited help, material relief was 
granted to 7,290. 21,398 letters referring to applicants were received, and 
37,600 calls were made at the Application Bureau; while 22 


22,448 calls were 
made at the Employment Bureau. To take a few more of these curious 


figures, 01,875 garments and pieces of furniture were distributed, 5,291 
garments were made, and 7,932 were repaired, in the workroom. 10,865 
applications were received for employment, and work was provided for 2,957. 
The receipts of the United Hebrew Charities reached the sum of 244,742 
dollars (close upon £50,000); and the disbursements to 206,148 dollars (a 
little over £40,000). | 
The disbursements include 35,489 dollars paid in monthly stipends, 
68,692 dollars for occasional relief, 7,623 dollars for “making families self- 
supporting,” 17,416 dollars for “transportation” purposes, 3,839 dollars for 
the medical department (including 1,314 for milk), 2,269 dollars for tools, 
2,836 dollars for coal, and so forth. 
1 A plan has been drawn up for the organisation of the Institution in such 
a a manner as to produce greater results in its work on the East Side (the 
New York Ghetto), and to secure the co-operation of the various organisations 
if in that part of the city. The scheme proposes the division of the Borough 
a of Manhattan into four distinct districts. Each of the districts is to be 
7 placed in charge of a Board of Directors made up of thirty individuals, 
preferably residents of the district, who shall be members of the United 
ee Hebrew Charities. These members are to be selected, so far as possible, 
ie with a view to giving representation to the various societies, organisations, 
. Ti congregations, etc., existing in the district. The Boards of Directors 
would organise themselves into a District Committee, elect their 
officers and frame their rules. They would then select from among their 
members (a) a Relief Committee to administer the work of relief distribution ; 
(b) a Membership Committee to secure members for the United Hebrew 
Charities. Again, each District Commitee would elect from among its Board 
of Directors six delegates to a Central Committee, to which six more members 
would be appointed by the President of the United Hebrew Charities. This Cen- 
tral Committee would have the duty of looking after the common interests of the 
entire section. Kach district would eleet one delegate to represent the 
district on the Relief Committe of the United Hebrew Charities. The District 
Committee would endeavour to organise its district, so as to prevent over- 
lapping, and “so that other kindred societies in the district shall realise the 
necessity of having all the relief in the district come from one large 
systematically-conducted centre.” All moneys received by it would go into 
the treasury of the United Hebrew Charities, which would, in its turn, give 


nee two-thirds of this sum, together with a monthly allowance on a fixed 
scale.

Young Jewish Athletes. 


Mr. Sidney S. Abrahams (Emmanuel Coliege) who, as we announced last 
week, has been selected to represent Cambridge University against Oxford in 
the long jump, and so gains the coveted “ Blue,” is son of Mr. Isaac Abrahams, 
of Bedford. Although barely 
nineteen, Mr. Abrahams has — 
had an exceptionally bril- 
liant athletie career. Edu- | i 
cated at Bedford Modern 
School, he won the junior 
athletic championship, open 
to boys under fourteen, at 
the early age of eleven. : 
During the rest of his stay 
at school he achieved many 
fine performances, and before 
he left established a new 
long jump. reeord for the 
school. Entering Emmanuel 
College in October, 1902, he 
soon showed very great 
promise and wound up a 
successful season last year 
by winning the “ Yeatman ” 
cup, a trophy awarded “to 
the best athlete of Emmanuel 
College.” In August last, he 
won the quarter-mile amateur 
championship of Bedford- 
shire after a fine race, and 
at the same meeting was 
second in the hundred yards. 
His recent athletic season 
has been one series of suc- 
cesses, the most notable of 
which were his performances 
in the inter-collegiate meet- 
ing of Brasenose’ College, 
Oxford versus Emmanuel 
College, Cambridge, where he not only won the hundred yards and quarter-mile 
in splendid time, but created a great sensation by defeating the Oxford Uni- 
versity president, who last year won the long jumpin the Oxford vy. Cambridge 
sports. At the recent Cambridge University sports he won the long Jump, 
eclipsing all his previous results by the fine leap of 21 feet,7 inches. He repre- 
sented Cambridge against the L.A.C., on Saturday last, but was unfortunately 
indisposed, and had to content himself with second place against his fellow 
Cantab. After these sports he was selected against Oxford. — It is not only 
on the track that he has shown great athletic promise, at school he was an 
excellent wing three-quarter back, where his great pace made him a prolific 
try scorer, but since coming up to Cambridge he has subordinated every other: 
sport to athletics. It is interesting to find honours for Bedford Modern 
School won by a Jewish student, for in 1818 a Jewish girl was 
excluded by a decision of Lord Eldon, on account of her religion, from 
participation in the edueational advantages conferred on inhabitants of that 
town by Harpur's celebrated gift. 


Mr. SIONEY ABRAHAMS. 


At the Federation of London Working Boys’ Clubs’ gymnastic (senior) 
competition, on Monday, at the Marylebone Baths, further evidence was 
given of the strides made by Jewish lads in athletie exercises. There are 
some forty clubs affiliated to the Federation. Of those who entered for the 
competition the Victoria Club was placed first and the Brady Street Club 
third. The silver medal for the best individual gymnast was gained for 
the second year in succession by J. Abramovitz, of Brady Street; Haecker, ot 
the Victoria Club, being placed equal third; and Silverblatt, of the same club, 
equal fifth. The Victoria Club has only been founded about two and a half 
years, and the success of its representatives is, therefore, noteworthy. 


February Immigration Returns. 


The returns of alien immigration for the month of February show that 
5,174 aliens not described in the Alien Lists as en route to places out of the 
United Kingdom, arrived in this country in February last, as compared with 
4,911 in February, 1903--an increase of 263. The number of sailors included 
in this total was 924 last month, as against 969 in the corresponding month 
of last year. In the two months ended February, 1904, the number of sailors 
was 1,949, as compared with 1,931 in the same months of 1903. Of aliens 
described in the List as en route to places abroad, 5,135 reached this 
country in February of this year, as against 6,047 in February, 1903 
—a decrease of 912. Taking the two classes of immigrants 
together, the passenger movement shows a reduction of 649. The number 
of aliens not described as en route reaching the United Kingdom in the first 
two months of this year was 9,873, those in January and February of last year 
numbering 10,362. This shows a reduction of 489, In the case of the passengers en 
route the figures were respectively, 7,673, and 9,88l—a reduction this year 
of 2,208. Combining the two classes we find that the total immigration 
towards these shores, whether of settlers or transmigrants, was 17,546, as 
against 20,243 in the corresponding period of last year-—a reduction of 2,697. 
As usual, the return warns the public against the asswnption that the aliens 
not described in the Alien List as en route, to places out of the United 
Kingdom come to this country for settlement, “ there being, in fact, a large 
emigration of foreigners from this country, while many of the aliens arriving 
from continental ports return to the continent.” | 


Mr. George Meredith and the Jews.—In an article on Mr. George 
Meredith in the new number of the Review of Reviews, half character-sketch, 
half interview, a passing reference is made to the Jew in the mechanical 
mixture of humanity, The conversation had turned on the lack of imagina- 
tion, the “stodginess” of the Anglo-Saxon race, and Mr. Meredith had 
humorously suggested as a cure the abduction of as many French women as 
possible and their forcible marriage to English peasants. -His interviewer 
suggested as an alternative to his heroic modern version of the Rape of the 
Sabines an intermixture with the Jews. “The Jews,” replied Mr. Meredith, 
“are a fine race. Ihave avery great regard for the Jews, and 1 confess I 
largely sympathise with Prince Bismarck’s view that the addition of a little 
Semitic champagne to our Teutonic stock would improve our beer. They are 
a fine race, the Jows, but at bottom every Jew is a trifle hard.” Mr, 
Meredith had no sympathy whatever with the anti-Semitic movement,

Chevra Kedisha. 


— 


The annual meeting of the Chevra Kedisha was held on Sunday at the 
New Synagogue Chambers. 3 

Mr. HERBERT BENTWICH, the President, said that in the absence of a 
written report, he would give an account of their work during the year ina 
verbal statement. It was now ten years since the late Mr. Asher I. Myers 
took the first steps to form the Chevra Kedisha, and in the following year 
the first meeting was held and the service conducted by the Chief Rabbi. A 
year ago they found that the Chevra Kedisha was almost in want of someone 
to perform the last rites to the Institution itself. A meeting of the Executive 
Committee was convened, and it was found necessary to re-organise the 
Society with a view of giving it some fresh life. He was glad to say that the 
efforts made had succeeded in revivifying the Society, and they -had now not 
only a good prospect of keeping up their work, but also of extending it. 
One of the first steps in the process of re-organisation had been 
to form a Central Committee, and to invite the co-operation 
of new administrators of the branches which had become moribund 
or extinct. The administrators had, for the most part, found 
work to do during the year, although there were exceptions: where the 
organisation was lacking in completeness. Another step had been. the 
formation of ladies’ branches. From the very beginning Mr. Myers had in 
view the assistance of ladies, and provision for them was made in the 
original constitution. | They now had three ladies’ branches, one each in the 
West End, North London and Stoke Newington. They had also provided for 
better methods in the notification of Taharas to the administrators, 
through the Burial Society of the United Synagogue. Although the system 
now adopted had only been in operation for three months they found 
that a much larger percentage of Taharas were notified and attended in 
districts outside the City. The position at present was that they had sixteen 
male branches and three ladies’ branches, and a total membership of 181. 


The only complaints which had been brought to their notice by members were. 


not directed against the work of the oflicials, but against the insufficiency of 
opportunity afforded to themselves of carrying out the work. Under the new 
system of notification that lack of opportunity was being rapidly 
diminished. The number of Taharas attended during the year reached the 
large total of 950. For the most part these Taharas were in conneetion with 
the Kastern and City districts. He did not think he could exaggerate the 
debt of gratitude they were under to Mr. Morris Van Thal for the great 
personal interest he had taken in securing the attendance of his important 
branch body of forty-three members at the large number of funerals which 
took place in the East End. A very large proportion of the attendances’at 
the 950 Taharas had been secured by Mr. Van Thal. The distriets which 
came next in the success of their work were Bayswater, administered by 
Mr. Morris Harris ; the New West End, under the administration of Mr. H. J. 
Phillips; and North London, under the administration of Mr. and) Mrs. 
Michael Levy, both of whom gave a= great deal of time to 
their work. He had also to mention their Hon. Secretary. He 
might say that whatever success had been achieved, practically 
the whole of it was due to the splendid work which Mr. F. S. Spiers 
had given them in re-organising the Chevra and infusing fresh 
amount of activity and vitality into the Institution. The balance-sheet 
showed that the expenditure had only been about £11, nearly the whole 
of which had been met by subscriptions of members during the year. 
Turning to the work of the future they had, in the first instance, to com- 
plete their organisation by making all their branches thoroughly effective. 
Their work was absolutely necessary, for the community would not fully 
discharge the duty incumbent upon it if it simply left to paid officials the task of 
attending to the dying and carrying out the last rites for the dead. There 
was no difliculty in getting workers to attend to the material wants of the 
community. Whenever the cry of distress went up it met with an adequate 
response. But their work, although they did not concern themselves with 
material needs, was equally urgent, and the special duty they undertook had 
always been regarded as the highest Mitzvah it was possible to perform. 
He would like to see the dignity of the members raised by adopting the 
practice followed by the Spanish and Portuguese community in which, on 
the death of any member of the Lavadores, all the members of the brother- 
hood assembled to perform the last rites. Another matter which might be 
considered. was the desirability of performing some philanthropic work in 
connection with the actual labours of the members of the Chevra and of 
using their machinery for the purpose of providing awssistance for some ot 
the deserving poor attended by members of the  Chevra. He 
instanced the example of the Initiation Society which collects money to 
provide assistance in the case of poor persons to whom the services of the 
Mohelim are given gratuitously. .It would be a great advantage if they 
could add to the work of the administrators the opportunity of obtaining 
funds which might be used to alleviate the difficulties of those who were in 
want of assistance during the-week of mourning. He hoped that by the 
greater call they would make in the future on their members they might 
secure an even larger amount of interest in their holy work. 

Mr. 8S. ALEXANDER expressed the thanks of the meeting to the 
President for his admirable statement. Mr. Bentwich had paid due regard 
to the great qualities of, and the excellent work performed for the Society by, 
the late Mr. Myers. He thought it was only due to his memory, and to his 
family that they should give official expression to the loss sustained by the 
Society and the community by his death. .Hé hoped the finances of the 
Chevra would be put on a sound footing, and that its operations would be 


attended with continued success. He was glad to see a number of ladies — 


present. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack said it would be interesting to know the exact 
distribution of the Taharas attended. Philanthropy should be considered 
very cautiously, and they must avoid the dangers of indiscriminate alms- 
giving. 

The PrEsIpENT gave an assurance that the matter would be very care- 
fully considered by the Central Committee. 

The Hon. Officers and Committee were re-elected as follows : 

President, Mr. H. Bentwich; Vice-President, Mr. Arthur Franklin ;

Annual Service. 


The annual service was subsequently held in the Synagogue. The 
Rev. M. A. Epstein impressively intoned the prayers. The responses were 


rendered by the choir, under the direction of Mr. Morris Marks, the Choir- 

The Rev. 8S. Levy delivered an address, taking his text from Ecclesias- 
ticus vil., 32-36. He said it was five years since the annual service was 
held in that synagogue. To the preacher, it would have been a congenial 
task to take advantage of the opportunity to congratulate their organisation 
upon its sustained vitality and continued progress during the interval. It 
was, however, with extreme regret that he found himécii uneble to pronounce 
such a eulogy. Nor, he was convinced, had they come there to receive 
compliments. The membership of the Chevra was lameniably small in 
proportion to the vast London community. The annual subscription was 
purely nominal, yet the income was irregular and precarious. Even the 
attendance at that annual re-union was very meagre. Evidently, there 
was something wrong somewhere. Either the Chevra Kadisha was attempf- 
ing to perform some work which was not required, or it was not meeting a 
real want in the right way. He did not think that there was no urgent need 
for an efficient Chevra Kadisha. It would be readily conceded by all that, 
on. the whole, each section vi \ne community was provided with the proper 
machinery to deal adequately with all matters relating to watching and 
burying the dead, and that the officials performed all the accustomed 
sacred rites with due reverence and decorum. Nevertheless, no cogent reason 
could be adduced to show why London should be practically the only city 
in the world which did not have a Holy Brotherhood, the members of 
which should participate in. an honorary capacity in affectionate servace to 
the dead. He ventured to offer a few suggestions, the acceptance of which 
would, in his humble opinion, strengthen their organisation, and enable 
them to accomplish some really useful work. It was curious how frequently 
it was just those who could least afford the pecuniary sacrifice, who were 
the most scrupulous in the observance of Shiva. Their Committee would do 
well to devise a scheme to render help to those of its members who were 
temporarily in need through suffering bereavement. The visiting and 
tending of the sick should also form part of their work. It should be the 
aim of a Holy Brotherhood to stand like Aaron, the High Priest, between 
the living and the dead. The East End sorely needed a more widely 
developed system of district nursing for the Jewish poor. He was not 
unmindful of the excellent work performed by the nurses provided by a 
generous donor in connection with the Jewish Board of Guardians, and the 
Sick Room Helps Society. The nurses of the Board worked hard, and were 
cheerful and willing. Further, the branches of the Victoria Jubilee 
Institute in, Stepney and Shoreditch were kept very busy with Jewish 
patients. And to the nurses attached to the Church in Spitalfields the 
Jewish community owed a deep debt of gratitude. Nevertheless, those 
whose knowledge of the East End was most intimate recognised that the 
combined efforts of all these agencies were woefully insufficient to cope 
with the amount of work to be done. They had of late been attacking with 
great severity the methods of the conversionists, but he was informed by 
Jewish doctors practising in the East End that time after time they were 
compelled to requisition the services of nurses employed by missionary 
institutions in order to save Jewish lives. They strenuously objected to the 
conversionists trying, in their language, to “save Jewish souls.” But 
they forgot that they themselves invoked their aid to save Jewish bodies. 
In the annual report of the United Svnagogue, reference was made to the 
large infantile mortality in the East End. and a Jewish doctor had stated 
that he had no hesitation in, saying that to his knowledge the presence or 
absence of trained nursing had meant the difference between life and death 
to scores of infants in the East End. Prevention was better than palliation 
or cure, and if the community spent more on nursing they might save more 
on charity funerals. If the Chevra Kedisha dealt with these suggestions in 
a practical and sympathetie spirit they would be meeting a real need 
in the right way, and would be establishing their organisation on a strong 
and sure foundation. 

Mr. Levy coneluded by reading the prayer for the departed. 


Home for Aged Jews. 


In anticipation of the annual meeting, which is to be held on Sunday 
week, at the Stepney Home, the Committee of the Home for Aged Jews have 
issued the report for the year 1903. The following is an abstract :— | 

During the past year little has transpired at the Hlome calling for special comment. 
The general administration of the institution has been carried on with the usual care and 
efficiency, and the respective Sub-Committees have discharged the important duties 
devolving on them with the devotion and zeal which have always distinguished their 


labours. The financial statement shews an excess of income \over expenditure, The 


Executive of the Ludos Club have sent a further sum of £102, being the balance of the 
proceeds of the Concert given by them in 1'02 in aid of this Charity. This sum, added to 
the amount received from them last year, makes up the handsome total of £252 as the 
nett proceeds of the entertainment. For this substantial addition to the funds, the 
Committee tender their grateful thanks to the officers and members of the Club, and 
especially to Mr. H. Lotery, at whose instance the Home was selected to receive the 
proceeds of the undertaking, and uhder whose auspices the entertainment was carried 
out. During the past year Mr. Lotery organised another similar Entertainment, which 
was yet more successful than its predecessor, and which it is anticipated will yield a 
further addition of more than £300 to the funds of the institution, The Legacies include 
a reversion of £500, left many years ago, prior to the amalgamation, to one of the Con- 
stituent Institutions, by the late Mr, H. E. Symons, and now received in due course, 
consequent on the lamented death of his widow. It is, however, a matter of considerable 
regret to the Committee to note a falling off in the annual subscriptions, the amount 
being only £644 19s, 7d., as against £700 5s. 2d. in the preceding year. This decrease in 
annual subscriptions, which has been continuous for some years past, 1s a matter to which 
the Committee earnestly direct the serious attention of all friends of the Institution, 


‘especially in view of the fact that largely increased support will be necessary when the 


new home is built. The Committee deplore the death of many kind friends and generous 


‘supporters, and they appeal to their friends to make a strong and steady effort to replace 


these losses by obtaining new subscribers. In this connection the Committee again refer 
to the efforts of Mr. George Levy, who has sent another £20 to the Treasurers as the 
result of his collections during the past year. The health of the inmates has been 


‘ remarkably good, there having been but two deaths during the year. Eight inmates have 


been removed or have left from various causes, and five men and eight women have been 
admitted at ages varying from sixty to eighty-seven years. There were eighty-nine 
inmates in the Homes, forty-eight men and forty-one women, at the close of the year, 
including two paying inmates and two married couples, their ages varying from sixty-one 
to 103 years, being three more than at the end of the year 1902, 

There is alsoa reference to an option of an eligible site on Stamford 
Hill for a new building, but this reference is now out of date, having regard 
to the announcement made in the Jewish Chronicle of March 4th that the 
contract for the purchase of the site in question had already been signed. 

The balance-sheet shows an income of £2,759. The actual expenditure 
on maintenance was £1,696. The purchase of Treasury Bills and of Queens- 
land Stock swallowed up a further sum of £2,077.

A meeting of the Jewish Study Society was held at 38, Gloucester Square’ 
on Saturday evening, by permission of Mr. and Mrs. M. A. Spielmann, when 
Dr. S. A. HikscH read a paper on “ Medizeval Mysticism among Jews and 
Christians.” Mr. M. A, SPIELMANN presided, 

The CHAIRMAN, in introdu¢ing the leeturer, said that it was a great 
satisfaction to him to identify himself with the Jewish Study Society. 
Especially gratifying was it on that occasion as they were to have the 
opportunity of listening to Dr. Hirsch. 

Dr. S. A. Hinscu said that his object was chiefly to draw attention to 
two points connected with the Cabala: First, that the term “ the Rise of 
the Cabala” to denote the period in Jewish literature commencing with the 
twelfth century was rather ill-chosen ; and secondly, to enquire whether the 
judgment passed by several Jewish writers on Jewish history of the medizeval 
Cabalists was not altogether an erroneous one, There was no abruptness in 
the genesis of the Cabala. It was a natural continuation of certain modes of 
thought and feeling which were never absent, Which in one form or another 
had all along prevailed in Judaism; and the actual rise of which might 
be said from an_ historical point of view to lose itself in the dim, 
distant . regions of antiquity, and from a psychological point of view, 
rooted in the construction of that eternally inscrutable enigma, the 
human soul, In reference to the other point, the method according to which 
many Jewish scholars judged Cabalists and Cabala was to speak in terms of 
condemnation, and in terms of condemnation only, of the mystical element 
that played so important a part in the history of the Jewish religion. 
Mysticism, it said, could only flourish in intellectual decay. Mysticism was 
represented as a poisonous plant of exotic origin, some seeds of which, 
having been wafted by some unfortunate wind upon Jewish soil, tended to 
eover a number of fertile regions with outlandish, parasitical growth. 
The Cabala, indeed, did not hesitate to attack the most diflicult problems in 
the arena of philosophy and metaphysies, but tried to solve them, not by 
methodical reasoning, but by giving free license to unbounded imagination, 
by inventing supernatural situations and combinations based on nothing, 


obscuring instead of enlightening, to degenerate ultimately into 
an inane juggling with numbers and with letters of the 
alphabet. The Cabala was said to be nothing but religious mania 


with a method; lunacy raised to the dignity of a scienee. The results 
were deplored as having heen pernicious in the highest degree. 
They were said to have marred the Jewish conception of the 
Deity in its absolute spirituality ; to have introduced a 
gross anthropomorphism, an unsound idea of the soul and its duties, 
and curious notions about life after death. The Cabala, in short, was 
represented as having become a bad sore upon the body Jewish, paralysing 
it toa great extent, and even endangering its very existence. But it was not 
all scholars who judged thus harshly of that phenomenon in history. There 
were some who admitted that the Cabala had also its good sides. The 
lecturer's claim for the Cabala was that the fact of its existence was a good 
thing, and not only a good thing but a necessity, that it was a thing of which 
dewish historians ought to speak with pride. The Jewish intellect was 
feeble, ave, bratish, if in certain contingencies it had not taken shelter in the 
Cabala. A Jewish historian, taking up the standpoint of uncompromising 
antagonism to the Cabala, and even combating its tenets, would, on 
the groundof historical justice, have to find that the fact that the Cabala having 
existed was an aspect. of the Jewish mind, of which he, as a Jewish historian, 
ought to be proud. It was for that purpose that he was anxious to receive 


some sidelights from the contemplation of Medizeval Christian Mysticism. It 


would be profitable for three reasons. _ First, there was the similarity of the 
causes that prompted Christian and Jewish minds alike to find solace in mystie- 
ism. In the second place, the fact that medieval Christian mystics looked for 


“inspiration into the books of. the Jewish Cabala went far to vindicate the 


sigaificance of the latter. There was a third reason, which was not so com- 
plimentary, and which issued from a hope that Jewish historians might: take 
an example from the way in which Christian writers on the history of philo- 
sophy treated their mystics. They were ignorant of the time at which 
Jewish mysticism crystallised itself into a system.. It might have been 
originally based on Chaldean doctrines, but it was of a specifically Jewish 
character long before Christian mysticism had developed itself. The principal 
were reason, mystical 
promptings and his Torah. The last element served as a wholesome check to 
an untrammelled licence in his speculations. He was led to adopt the priority 
of matter, his scriptural loyalty confined him to the priority of certain matter 
only. If God was to him the dwelling-pace of the Universe, the Universe was 
not the dwelling-place of God. Mystical speculations continued to develop 
themselves for centuries. before they led up to medi:eval Cabala. These 
doctrines were carried from Babylon to Italy and from that country to 


Germany. Jewish mysticism in Germany in the thirteenth century 
was not at all unlike the Jewish mysticism that prevailed in 
Babylon about the beginning of the ninth century. The Cabalists 


gave a direction to the Christian mysties. To some of-these the Jewish 
Cabala came as a fresh revelation. They were no longer able to construe 
Christianity on the lines of a tottering scholasticism. Whither were they 
to turn for that which they called rationalizing their dogmas? They dis- 
covered that by means of some modifications they might force the Cabala 
into their service. A circumstance favoured them, several books on the 
Cabala went under the fictitious names of some ancient sages as their 
authors. There were in those days a comparatively large number of Jews 
who had turned Christians, and who, in their renegade zeal, were more Popish 
than the Pope. They wrote books against Jews and Judaism, and some 
occasionally even tried their hands at the manufacture of Cabalistical books 


into which they smuggled some veiled representations of the Christian — 


dogmas. The Christian mystics eagerly took hold of the Cabala for their 
talon Foremost among them was the Italian Count Giovanni Pico della 
Mirandola. 


When quite young he was the pupil of the Jewish scholar, Elias 
del Medigo, of Candia. But that master could not satisfy his mystical 
propensities because he belonged to that section of Jews who were hostile 
to the Cabala, He turned to another master, Joachim Allemano, Rabbi of 


Constantinople, who lived in Italy. Pico was determined to find proofs of. 


Christianity in the Cabala, and what cannot be accomplished if one tries 
hard? And in his case it was not so very hard after all. He did not so much 
enter into the metaphysical side of the Cabala as into its formal methods. 
By transposing at will the letters of the Hebrew alphabet, and by a free use 
of their numerical values, he managed to produce results most pleasing to 
himself. It was the same with the German mystic Agrippa von Nettesheim, 
and with the celebrated Johann Reuchlin, to whom the Jewish Cabala had 
come from Italy. Reuchlin wrote two Cabalistic books, the one entitled “ De 
Arte Cabalistica,” and the other, ‘De Verbo Mirifico,” or the Wonderful 
Word. In the latter book he also gave free scope to an arbitrary trans- 
position of letters and inserted between the four letters of the name of 
God, *, 7,3, 7, the letter @ of the name YS, and thus blended the name 


of trouble. 


centuries, Dr. Hirsch considered them deserving of a higher place in the 
history of philosophy and metaphysics than a Master Eckhart and a Jacob 
Bohme ; they had certainly much loftier aspirations than such men as Agrippa 
Von Nettesheim. Much had been said about the dire influences which the 
Cabala had exercised upon the development of Judaism during the last four 
centuries. But ever granting those abuses, they could not neutralise the 
merits of those who, 3 an inexorable law of nature, were forced into the 
channels of the Cabala. But it was more than questionable whether the 
influences of the Cabala were as pernicious as they were painted. 

The Rey. ISIDORE HARRIS said that they were all most keen to express 
their gratitude for the lecture. They had listened to it with profit and plea- 


sure. Dr. Hirseh was always edifying, and he had been particularly so that 
evening. It was not possible for the lecturer to have selected a more difti- 


cult subject, yet he had treated it so skilfully and lucidly that he had not 
failed to interest them all. The interest of the Christians in the Cabala 
had induced them to take up the study of Hebrew and to put themselves 
under the guidance of Jewish teachers. This had had the good effect of 
bringing Jews and Christians into friendly and advantageous relations. But 
the influence of the Cabala on Jews was bad. The department of mysticism 
that did most harm was Messianology, the ealeulation of the time at which 
the Messiah would arrive, and that was responsible for many pseudo-Messiahs, 
or forerunners of the Messiah, who had involved the Jewish people in a great 
However, Cabalistic studies had helped to bring about the 
Resettlement of the Jews in England, for Menasseh ben Israel himself was a 
mystic, and so were many of the English to whom he made his appeal. He 
proposed a vote of thanks to Dr. Hirsch for his lecture. — ee 

The Rev. S. LEVY seconded the motion. He said that the paper of the 
evening Was a consistent ending to a long series of lectures by Dr. Hirsch, 
which he (Mr. Levy) had had the privilege of hearing at Jews’ College. He, 
personally, could not see how any religionist could be anything but a mystic.

The Centenary of the ‘‘Philanthropin”’ at 


Frankfort. | | 


_ 


The excellent Jewish school at Frankfort, known as the “ Philanthropin,. 
is about to celebrate its centenary, as already mentioned in the Jewish 
Chronicle. In connection with this event, the customary “ Denkschrift,”’ 
setting forth the main outlines.of the School's history, has been published. 
We reproduce a few important points in summary. 

Jews have lived in Frankfort as far back almost as history takes 
us,and the God's Acre of the community, which is situated in the ancient 
Judengasse, defies all attempts at fixingthe exact date of its consecration. 
Close beside this grand old monument there rises up a comparatively modern 
huilding, instinet with young life, the “* Philanthropin.” When it was founded in 
1804, the Jewish life of the city was grouped about the East quarter, just as it 
had, in still earlier days, gathered in close proximity to the Royal Palace in 
the South part of the city. Towards the end of the 18th century a desire for 
learning seemed to animate the community, and the School, like so many 
other large and important institutions, had a very small beginning. Mayer 
Amschell Rothschild and Jacob Barueh, of the Judengasse, had secured 
private tutors for religious and secular subjects, for their children, several 
attempts to found schools having failed an account of the narrowminded- 


ness of certain members of the congregation. In 1804, the private 
tutor engaged by Baruch, one Jacob Sachs, who came_ from 
Silesia, coneeived the idea of taking a few more pupils, but 


they were of necessity children belonging to the wealthier class. And 
now the first beginning of a communal institution was made, which, it is 
pleasing to remember, had its rise in the desire of a few generous men to 
provide an education for an orphan boy, Moses Weintraub, of Posen. One of 
these gentlemen was Sigismund Geisenheimer, who, at the age of twenty, had 
been engaged as bookkeeper to Mayer Amschell Rothschild. A few pupils 
were got together to join this poor lad of high intellectual promise, a room 
was hired, a tutor engaged and the school was started. 

The best methods.of Pestalozzi and Basedow, which were then attracting 
great attention, were at once introduced, and the school rose so rapidly in 


repute, that already in 1811 a Christian boy sought admission. He was 
admitted, creating a precedent, and the authorities decided upon 
the title of “Philanthropin”’ for the school. In the same year we 


notice on the subscription list, in autograph, the signature of Dr. 
Ludwig Bérne. About this time the “ Philanthropin ” had already gathered 
229 scholars within its walls, and the managers thought the time had arrived 
when they might ask for public help from the Government of the Archduchy. 
Their request was favourably considered, and the school received public 
recognition as a Jewish “* Birger und Realschule ’ with State subvention. In 


1810 a girls’ department was opened. 


But a danger lay ahead. After Napoleon was driven out and Frankfort 
became a “free” city, Jews no longer enjoyed equal rights, and in con- 
sequence the Government subvention was withdrawn from the school. 


Then followed internal dissension among the liberal advanced section of the 


congregation and the Talmudists. It was difficult to make both ends meet. 
Better days came, however. Schoff Ihm and Hess were zealous workers 
of influence. In 1828 died the old Schulrat Geigenheimer, whose intense 
orthodoxy had been something of a obstacle, though no man doubted his 
deep love for the Institution. In 1845 
was built. In 1868, it was recognised by the Prussian Government as a 
secondary ‘ Realschule,” with a six years’ course. The “ Denkschrift” 
claims that “the congregation owes its respect and its growth to the 
school,” and something may be allowed for the claim when we look 
through the list of those who have taught and been taught within its walls. 
Among the teachers were Jost (the historian), that excellent scholar Stern, 
Herrmann baerwald, who was headmaster for thirty-one years, Lazarus Geiger 
(the philologist), Jacob Auerbach, Lehmann, Emil Strauss, Bielschowsky (the 
biographer of Goethe) Harry Breslau (the historian), Philippson and Eduard 
Hiller. Among the large number of distinguished scholars a few names must 
suffice: Ferdinand Hiller (the composer), Theodor Creizenach, Ludwig Fulda, 
Michael Fliirscheim, Elkan (the painter), Hanau (the anatomist), Karl 
schwarzschild (the astronomer) and Erlanger.

Mrs. ADLER, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts (already 
summarised in these columns), said that they would all share her disappoint- 
ment at Lady Rothschild’s inability to attend. Their President had written 


her several letters signifying her great pleasure at the prospect of presiding | 


on that occasion and expressing the hope that she would meet all the ladies 
of the Committee and other supporters of the Institution. She hoped it was 
not ill-health which had detained Lady Rothschild at Tring. She trusted 
they would allow her to write to Lady Rothschild expressing 
their deep regret at her absence, and telling her how much they missed her 
encouraging words on that occasion. Another cause for regret was the 
absence of their very capable Treasurers, Mrs. D'Arcy Hart and Mrs. Henry 
Hayman.

Although the attendances during the year represented an increase of over 
a thousand above those of the previous period they had only spent an 
additional £20 in management expenses, and she was sure they would agree 
with her that great economy had been exercised. She asked them to record 
their thanks to the Treasurers, and to express the hope for their speedy 
recovery, as unfortunately ill-health prevented their attendance. <A 
gratifying feature of the balance-sheet was the fact that the mothers had 
contributed no less than £10 more than previously in payments for their 
habes. This would show how very greatly the work of the Institution was 
appreciated by the mothers themselves. 

Mr. Fetix A, DAvis said he felt very much privileged in being allowed 
to second the resolution, particularly in the peculiar position in which he 
found himself, of being the only male. representative of the subscribers to 
the Institution.

for whose benefit and that of their babes the Institution was intended. In 


fact there had been such a remarkable growth in the numbers of infants 
receiving care at the Institution that increased financial support would he 
necessary to meet the increased expeniliture. There was only one flaw in 
an otherwise perfect statement and that was that the money received from 
donations did not seem to be quite adequate for the good 
they continued to do. It was needless for him to expatiate to 
any extent on the benefits that the Institution bestowed on the East End 
mothers. He was sure that they were very real benefits and operated in two 
ways. The Créche enabled the mothers, without any anxiety as to their 
children, to earn their daily bread, and it fitted the children for what must 
be a hard struggle in life. One need only institute a comparison bet ween 
the infants attending the Créche and those in the streets to realise the actual 
extent of the benefits it conferred. The work of the hon. officers deserved 
the highest praise. He had had some experience of communal and charitable 
work, but he had never seen any hon. officers and committee work so 
energetically together. The Treasurers were indefatigable, the Hon. Secre- 
tary (Mrs, Davis) he knew was ready and willing to oblige (laughter), but to 
Mrs. Adler the greatest credit was due for the excellent manner in which 
the Nursery was conducted, for, as acting chief, she took the keenest interest 
in the Charity, and in spite of the inany calls on her time, made herself 
(Applause.) 

The report and balance-sheet having been unanimously adopted, 


Mrs. ADLER, in proposing a vote of thanks to the voluntary helpers, who

now numbered above twenty, said that they heard much now-a-days about 
physical deterioration. A cursory glance at their babes would exemplify 
the truth of the observations of a doctor of much experience, who asserted 
that all children were born healthy and strong, and that the degeneracy of 
physique, which was to be observed, was due to causes which could be 
controlled. These causes were malnutrition, want of care and cleanliness, and 
ignorance on the part of the mothers. The appearance of their little charges 
fully justified this assertion. They gave the simplest of food at fixed 
intervals; they gave them the advantages of fresh air and pure water, of 
warmth and light, and with these forces the delicate child was transformed 
into a perfect picture of health. They were endeavouring to inculcate 
these lessons by inviting the mothers, periodically, to be present at the 
bathing and feeding of their little ones, and they hoped that, in time, their 
object lessons might be of some effect. Their voluntary helpers were quite 
invaluable in assisting their excellent and unwearied staff. Without their 
aid, they would be compelled to have much more paid help. 

Mrs. Mopet seconded the vote, which was unanimously carried. 

Miss A. WootF and Mrs. SINGTON responded. 

Mrs. ADLER, in moving a vote of thanks to Mrs. Felix Davis, the Hon. 
Secretary, referred to the detailed records kept of the inmates of the 
Nursery, which she suggested would be valuable to lay before the next Alien 
Commission. (Laughter.) She need not say what great work this entailed.

fore, or sorrow and sympathy after a calamity been so 
universal among all creeds. A large coneourse’_— of people 
attended the cortege to the Jewish cemetery. The Consular 
Corps, the German Colony, with their fine military bearing, all 


the prominent members of the Christian community showed their sympathy 
by their attendance. A number of Arabs voluntarily followed the funeral, 
quite an uncommon occurrence. The British Vice-Consul, who - wrote 
expressing regret at his inability to attend, was represented by his Secretary 
and the soldiers of the British Vice-Consulate. The latter, with three 
soldiers from the Governor, preceded the procession, and added to its 
solemn picturesqueness. The funeral service was very impressive. It was 
conducted on quieter lines than usual, in a manner more in. keeping with 
the gentle character of the deceased. The beautiful words chanted during 
the procession were likewise in full harmony with her fine and noble 
qualities. One feature in the funeral was unprecedented, and 
must have struck the attention of every observant follower. Among the 
Jewish community in this town the custom prevails of placing the dead— 
after being rolled up in a black mantle if a man, in a white silk haik if a 
woman—in an open coftin; the coffin remaining wneovered, and the form 
of the deceased being both visible and distinct. It is never a pleasant, it 
is sometimes an ugly, spectacle, the nature of which had not escaped the 
observant eyes, trained to English sights, of the deceased, and on her 
death-bed she expressed the wish that her coffin should be entirely closea. 
Consistently with this desire and with the requirements of Jewish law and 
usage, Mrs. Coriat was placed in a coffin with closed lid, and with the 
bottom of the box perforated. Usually, although the dead are carried in 
an open box, the lid nevertheless is made, and lies waiting at the 
cemetery by the side of the grave. Arriving at the outer room forming the 
entrance to the cemetery, the body is taken out and placed on a bier, over 
which a rabbi delivers a discourse. The uncovered box is taken away, 
and, its bottom being knocked out, the four sides are fixed at the bottom of 
the grave. The discourse over, the body, still wrapped in its mantle or 
haik, is carried inside the cemeterv over a distance of two or three hundred 
yards. This proceeding is decidedly undignified and unseemly, and when 


the body is lowered—for which purpose two persons, with shoes or slippers — 


off, have to descend into the grave, their status depending on the character 
and standing of the deceased—it has to be held by those below and by the 
persons assisting from above, by the head, shoulders, sides and legs, until 
it is deposited within the sides of the box, itself immediately in contact 
with the ground, and then the reserve lid over which the earth is thrown, 
is placed on top. Great effort is exercised to do all this gently and with 
decorum. But sometimes slips occur. Not any of these contin- 
gencies were experienced in the case of the subject of 
this notice. The entirely closed coffin was covered over” with 
a silk haik of pure white. It looked imposing and _ elegant. Arrived 
at the large room at the entrance to the cemetery, the coffin, just as it was, 
was piace over the bier, and the sermon was delivered, the language of 
which deeply affected the congregation. Thetice, the coffin was taken up 
again and carried as far as its destination, and there, the white cover 
being removed, it was lowered without difficulty, by means of two bands, 
into its place. The results throughout were markedly satisfactory. These 
proceedings constitute an example and a precedent in Mogador, and it is a 
mournful coincidence that this change should have been introduced by 
the desire of a daughter-in-law of the late Mr. Isaac de A. Coriat, through 
whom the custom of women mourners and wailers following funeral pro- 
cessions in Mogador has been permanently stopped, and who himself did 
so much for the Jewish cemetery in this town as was reported in the 
Jewish Chronicle last year. 

In the early part of last January, Mogador received a visit from M. 
Jules Forest, “Naturaliste, Chevalier de l’Ordre du Mérite Agricole: 
Chargé de Mission du Ministre des Colonies,” who took up his quarters at 
the house of M. Jules Bloch, a brother-in-law of his and an esteemed 
coreligionist. The visitor, who was of impaired health, came to recruit. 
Unfortunately, he broke down, and one evening, a few days after his arrival, 
M. Bloch intimated to the community that his relative was dying, and 
desired Jewish rites to be administered, and he asked for members of the 
Hebra to be sent. The request was immediately complied with. M. Forest 
died on the same night (January 9th), and he received on the following day 
a funeral, ably conducted by Mr. Abraham Coriat, as befitted his rank and 
an honoured guest. The French flag covered the deceased during the pro- 
cession to the cemetery, The funeral was largely attended, the Consular 
Corps and the European Colony being very prominent among the masses 
who rendered homage to the remains of the distinguished stranger. A 
batch of pupils from the school of the Alliance Israélite likewise accom- 


aris. M. Forest was fifty-eight years old. 
Yet another obituary notice. On the 9th January also, the Jewish 
community lost a highly honoured member in the person of Mr. Aaron 


— the cortége, the deceased having been a member of that Society in - 


Corcos, son of the late Mr. Abraham Corcos, at whose house the late Sir 
Moses Montefiore stayed as friend and guest in the course of his philan- 
thropic visit in 1864. Mr. Aaron Corcos, who died at the age of fifty-five, 
was an erudite Hebrew scholar, a well educated man, a deep thinker, well 
versed in the sciences, and of a remarkably modest and retiring disposition. 
His death makes a further gap in the ranks. of the old noblesse of the 
Mogador Jewish community. As a souvenir of the visit of the great phil- 
anthropist in 1864, a massive figure holding a branched candlestick 1s to 
be seen, a gift of Sir Moses, of which the family are very proud. It was with 
the deceased's father that the certified copy allotted to Mogador—a similar 
one was sent to every port—of the Shereefian letter oktained by Sir Moses, 
from the Sultan Sidi Mohammed ben Abd Allah, prohibiting the infliction 
of the bastinado on Jews, was deposited by Sir Moses. 

As a result of the Sultan’s new currency, a grave commercial crisis has 
been, and is still, prevailing here, and has greatly affected all classes, 
especially the poor, whose condition has been, as it still is, of a most dis- 
tressing character. Strong efforts are being made to remedy the state of 
matters by the newly appointed members of the administration headed by 
Mr. Reuben Elmaleh, who has, by request, resumed the post of President 
which he resigned some years ago. All the newly appointed members 
appear to be animated by a sincere desire to better the lot of their poorer 
coreligionists, and we must hope that their efforts will be crowned with 
success. There is a good deal more to be said on this subject, but, as I 
understand that ample particulars have already been forwarded to you 
from another quarter, it is scarcely necessary that I should furnish further 
details. Unfortunately,, the distress. prevailing here, sad as it is, must 
pale into insignificance by the side of the vastly more pitiable condition 
of the refugees at Casablanea, whose misfortunes must now claim the first 
svinpathy and succour of outsiders. 

As against the gloomy aspéct of, things caused by the prevailing distress, 
it is pleasing to record the timely and very abundant falls of rain which 
are indubitably a bright spot in the horizon. Their ‘continuance must 
eventually materially improve the condition of the poor, and bring relief 
to many others besides. Without these rains, and in the actual state of 
matters, the prospects for a large proportion of this population would have 
been fearful to contemplate. . | 

Our coreligionists in Marrakesh had a scare during the brief revolution 
which recently burst into flame, and which, happily, was so promptly 
quelled. Fortunately, the authorities, urged by the justly timid Jewish 


populace, took early and adequate precautions, so that when the rebels 


went to attack the Mellah—a favourite game with them whenever there is 


-anarchy in the air in Morocco, they found that quarter hermetically closed, 


and its entrances and inlets efficiently guarded. For the timely measures 
taken, the Jews in Marrakesh owe a deep debt of gratitude to the local 
authorities as represented by the Sultan’s viceroy and the Governor Hadj 
Abd Selam. |

A Notable Golden Wedding.

BERLIN, L4TH MARCH. 

To-day, Herr Theodor and Frau Lina Morgenstern celebrated their 
golden wedding, and all day long, in the full literal meaning of the words, 
congratulations poured in from far and near, from the highest to the most 
humble. <A letter, couched in the most gracious terms, came from the 
Emperor, accompanied by the “ Wedding Medal” ; innumerable addresses were 
received from Christian associations as well as from representatives of the — 
Jewish community, and by the side of seores of costly floral gifts 
were the modest tributes of those who could in no other way evince their 
gratitude to Lina Morgenstern. It is no disparagement to the undoubted 
merits of Herr Morgenstern to say that, although to both jointly congratula- 
tions were naturally addressed, it was to his wife more especially that the 
heart of the public went out. Lina Morgenstern was born in Breslau on the 
25th November, 1834. While still in her teens she devoted herself to public- 
spirited and philanthropic labours, and, with hardly a break, she continued 
them after her marriage. She was President of the Woman’s Association and 
the Children’s Institute connected therewith from 1860-66. In the latter

year she established the People’s Kitchen, a grandly organised chari 

1868, Frau Morgenstern founded the Society for ‘Chi 
and in quick succession schools for the higher education of women, and 
asylums for neglected or fallen girls. It would be impossible within the 
limits of my communication to enumerate all that this admirable woman has 
achieved. With more to do than would have taxed the energies of most 
people, she was at all times prepared for unexpected emergencies, During 
the Franco-Prussian war she was an angel of mere y to prisoners and wounded 
In this work she was loyally supported by her husband, and the services of both 
were cordially recognised by the Emperor William I. With the late Kmpress 
Augusta, Frau Morgenstern was persona gratissima, and she was often 
invited to the Palace for the discussion of philanthropic projects over a familiar 
cup of tea. The children of the “Golden Bridal Pair” do not shine mere] 
in reflected glory. They have inherited the talents and able qualities by 
which both are distinguished. 1 will only add that Frau Morgenstern is still 
the capable editress of the Frauen Zeitung, which she founded in 1884,

He was an honorary citizen of St. Wolfgang am 
See, to the development of which he largely contributed, and a square and a 
street are named after him. One of his sons is the distinguished pianist 
Richard Pahlen. 
In clerical and political circles in Vienna the greatest sensation has 
been caused by the news that Dr. Theodor Kohn, Prince-Archbishop of 
Olmutz, after a confidential interview with the Pope, has voluntarily 
renounced his high dignity...

UNITED STATES. 

The thirtieth annual report of the Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations, the representative organisation of Reform Judaism in the 
United States, lras been issued by the Executive Board. The Union consists 
of 125 congregations, having a total of 13,083 members. Temple Emanu-E]l, 
ot New York, is the largest congregation represented, having a contributing 
membership of 771. Sinai Congregation, of Chicago, is second, with 512 
members, while Keneseth Israel, of Philadelphia, comes third, with 506 
members. The Middle States and Maryland, in which considerably more 
than one-half of the Jewish population of the United States is found, are 
represented in the Union by twenty-five congregations, or one-fifth of the 
whole number, with a contributing membership of 4,043 persons. These 
figures represent only the corporate membership of the congregations, no 
return being made for seatholders who sre not members. The current 
expenses exceeded the @rdinary receipts by $7,723, and this deficit with the 
accumulated overdrafts of previous years made the total deficit $44,575. Of 


the subscriptions to the Isaac M. Wise Memorial Fund, over $60,000 were’ 


paid during the year. When the fund is completed annual deficits will 
no longer arise. To the Hebrew Union College, which is maintained by 
the Union, the year covered by the report was an eventful one. The death, 
in February, 1903, of Dr. Mielziner, the acting President of the College, 
closed the second period in the history of the Institution. The election of 
Dr. Kaufman Kohler marked the beginning of a new era. For the present 
collegiate year Dr. Kohler heads a faculty of ten members, having charge 
of thirty-seven students. The subvention for the college during the current 
financial year is $27,000. Owing to the very severe winter, the United Hebrew 
Charities of New York have issued an appeal. In response thereto donations 
have been made to the amount of about $35,000, most of which is conditioned 
on the collection of $90,000, which is the estimated deficiency. Dr. Lee K. 
Trankel is engaged on the installation of a new system of charitable relief 
in New York. Hitherto all relief has been distributed from the office on 
Second Avenue; in the future, however, there will be centres on the East 
Side, copying the methods hitherto pursued at headquarters, It is intended 
to place these local centres in charge of people belonging to the neighbour- 
hood, affiliated with the main organisation. : 

A display was recently given in New York by the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, 
which is organised on the lines of the Brigade in London. The New York 
Brigade is under the supervision of the Federation of American Zionists.

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The Elgar Festival. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


Honoured by the repeated attendance of the King and Queen and of a 
large gathering, representative of all literary and artistic cireles in 
Dr. Elgar's works have been listened to at Covent Garden this week. with 
the profoundest interest and sympathy. The interest centred on the 
Tuesday performance, for the first time in London, of the master’s latest 
oratorio, “ The Apostles.” The general verdict bore out the impression gained 
when the work was produced at the Birmingham Festival last October. that 
the cleverness and beauty of the music suffers some eclipse through the 
disconnected construction of the libretto. collection of scenes not 
distinetly connected, derives little foree and meaning from. their juxta- 
position. But the majesty and richness of the music itself, the originality 
of the harmonies and rhythms, the subtle use of the’ representative theme.” 
the marvellously intricate and beautiful orchestration, and the characteristic 
mysticism of the composer’s expression—all these vo far to compensate for 
the named deficiencies which probably place this work in a rank behind 
the wonderful “ Dream of Gerontius.” | 

The Jewish interest in this highly Christological work is very distinct. 
Appreciable more than once, it centres in one of the most beautiful and 
striking sections of the whole work. This is “The Dawn” scene in the first 
part, where, as a symbolic change from night to day, the spiritual dawn is 
depicted breaking, as the watchers on the Temple roof greet the early begin- 
ning of morning. Shortly after the original production of“ The Apostles,” at 
Birmingham, it was mentioned in these columns that the ground material 
for the text and musie of this superb. scene had been furnished to Dr. 
Elgar by the Rev. Francis L. Cohen; and the analytical “ Book of Words.” 
edited by Mr. A. J. Jaeger) and = published by Novello. and Co... 
does full justice to “the interesting information” which Mr. Cohen 
“very kindly supplied.” This information consisted of the Talmudieal 
recital of the proceedings in the Temple, when the watchers on the porch 
at early morn called out “ Barkal” (rightly translated in the Hbretto, “ It 
shines!”’), whereupon the clang of the opening vates was heard. and the 
Shofar’s clarion notes rang out. The night-ruard of the Teniple march off 
duty, priests hurry to the Service, Levites to the orchestra, the Deputies of 
Israel to their stations, the dailv sacrifice is offered, and the psalm of the 
day chanted in three parts, with the Shofar sounding at the “Selah” 
between, and Israel bowing in adoration. All this is nobly worked out by 


London, 


Dr. Kigar on Mr. Cohen’s bare outline, accurately even fo the two trumpets 


accompanying the Shofar, according to the Talmud, and on the basis of 
ancient and characteristic synagogal intonations. Of course, nothing like 
the fulness of Dr. Elgar’s great orchestra existed im Temple times, nor had 
the rich colour and intricate combinations of modern band parts yet been 
developed: It needed the prior work of a Wagner and a Strauss, with the 
host of their predecessors, to render the gifted musician’s scoring of this 
scene possible. 

The analytical notes quote the following remarks from a letter of the 
Rev. F. L. Cohen to the composer: “ The calls were sounded on both Shofar 
and silver trumpet. They were Tekia (stroke, blow) and Terua (sound, noise), 
the latter being followed by another Tekia. Each call consists of a 
lower partial and a higher partial of the tube’s liartoonies. The Tekia is 
simple, a long, low note, followed by a shorter high note. “The Terua was 
either three broken sounds, or a long-tongued succession followed by ra 
high note, or, most probably, a combination of both Flourish of three 
ealls, as my best Shofar gives the calls, fellows.” Dr. Elgar has used the 
ealls'as thus given on Mr. Cohen’s “ best Shofar,” which produces a very 
effective interval of the sixth. By Mr. Krehbril in the New York Tribune, 
and other critical writers, some surprise has been expressed that: Mr. Cohen 
should have suggested a sixth, while most specimens of the Shofar sound 
the fifth, and some others the octave. But the particular “ har- 
monies” of the individual tube depend oon the size and 
proportion of the horn, no two of which, as is well known, are 
of identical dimensions. Mr. Cohen had explained that the calls consisted 
of some lower note and some higher note of those which the particular 
Shofar could produce; and he has since stated that, of eleven ordinary horns 
tested by him, five gave the “ fifth,” four the “octave.” and two the “ sixth,” 
as the interval between their two notes. Dr.- Elgar's use of the sixth is 
wonderfully effective and characteristic, even when, as at both Birmingham 
and Covent Garden, a cornet has been used instead © of 
the Shofar itself. We first hear the Temple soldiery, as 
the night-guard march on their patrol Them come the — ealls 

tayed -ff by shofar and two trumpets, above a roll on a small gong. 
Vith a rushing semi-quaver scale passage, a triangle clash ff, and joyous 
quivering notes on the strings, the light of dawn increases fast. The 
watchers on the Temple roof (alto and tenor) chant the ancient formula, 


“The face of all the East is now ablaze with light, the dawn reacheth even 


unto Hebron!” The melody imitation the sixth” 
of the chant for “Shomea_ Tefillah,” the series of  versicles, 
which immediately follow the Amidah in the Kol Nidre Service, and usher 
in the Selichoth when these are read. It is quoted from Mr. Cohen’s 
article on “Synagogue Music” in the Musical Times of September, 1899. 
With clang of brass and rattle of drums, with brilliant sweep of harp, and 
gorgeous broken chords on the strings, after each section of the choir’s 
chant, the Temple singers burst forth in the expressive melody of the 
Psalm of the Day. Being the Sabbath, the Psalm is the 92nd, Tob Lehodoth, 
the melody its exquisite ancient setting in the “Spanish and Portuguese ” 
tradition, utilised in this country also in the Reform and in some “ German 
and Polish” synagogues. Dr. Elgar has arranged most nobly this lovely 
chant, and its rendering by the choir was of moving beauty. The orchestra 


lends an element of brightness, due to colour and rhythmical movement, 


giving an Eastern character. The scoring is rich and full—for violoncelli, 
basses, bassoons, horns, trombones, tuba, harps, antique cymbals, tamn- 
bourines, triangle, big drum, and kettle-drums. The “stately march” of 
the psalm leads on to the repetition of the Shofar call, with the introduction 
of new themes. Mr. Jaeger’s analysis of the scene proceeds:—" Anon the 
full orchestra is employed on a crescendo of surpassing grandeur, the Shofar, 
reinforced by trumpets, shining like a ray of dazzling brightness through 
the maze of orchestral sound. With the last note we reach a tremendous 
two-bar tremolando, and then plunge ff f into the climax (with its Oriental 
phrases of descending augmented sounds). The sun now shines in his 
fullest ‘glory over the fair city of Jerusalem, and with rare splendour of 
orchestral colour we are made to realise the radiant brilliancy of an Eastern 
day.” 

These old Hebrew themes, scored by Dr. Elgar with such refulgence of 
choral and orchestral brilliancy, and splendidly rendered by Dr. Richter’s 
forces, were a revelation to the ordinary synagogue-goer. Is there need to 
wait until we produce one of our own body uniting artistic genius with 
intensely devotional feeling like Dr. Elgar’s, or may, perhaps, the ordinary 
Jew, or more usefully the ordinary synagogue warden and committeeman, 
feel a longing for a more worthy presentment in Jewish worship of strains 


which at the Festival thus displayed their incomparable beauty and — 


profound effect on the soul of the hearer?

The Beth Holim.- The annual report of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews’ Hospital, Mile End Road, which has just been issued, states that there 
has been a falling-off in the annual subseriptions, which is partly attributed 
to alarger amount of arrears than usual having been collected in the previous 
year. It was found necessary to provide more clothing than in 1902, and the 


‘amount expended in that way was £65, as against £38. The report of 


the House Committee, which is embodied in that of the General Committee, 
states that the general health of the inmates has been very satisfactory. 
The deaths are reported of three inmates at the ages of 78, 82 and 86. One 
additional inmate was admitted, and there are now in the Home twelve male 
and nine female inmates. The House Committee announce with regret the 
death of the Matron, Mrs. Judah Costa, and state that the Master, Mr. Costa, 
has continued to carry out his duties in a most ‘satisfactory manner. 
Although the Managers are eager to see the re-building of the Institution 
taken in hand, it has been reluctantly decided that the present time is not 
auspicious for the collection of the necessary funds. The balance-sheet shows 
an income of £1,161, an expenditure of £1,135, and a surplus balance of 
£235. Annual subscriptions amounted to £58 (as against £63 the previous 
year); legacies were received amounting to £120 (as against £115),

THE LATEST RUSSIAN ACCUSATIONS. | 

Sir,—Last year it was the Blood Accusation. It began at Dubossari 
and ended in Kishineff. The Novoye Vremja, the Bessarabetz, and other 
papers of the “ yellow press” made good use of the accusation, and Jewish 
blood flowed like water. Kishineff has not yet been forgotten; the 
murderers, whose hands are yet covered with innocent blood, are awaiting 
whatever justice may be meted out to them by Russian judges. But the 
“yellow press” is thirsting for more Jewish blood, and, behold, it has dis- 
covered a new accusation against our unfortunate brethren in Russia. The 
Japanese, who are now waging war against Russia, are neither more nor less 
than Jews, the lost Ten Tribes, and, therefore, the Jews are to be made 
responsible for the Japanese treachery in attacking Port Arthur in the 
dead of night, for bombarding Vladivostok, and what not. The Novoye 
Vremja_ does not for a moment believe in the blood accusation or in the 
latest story that the Japanese are Jews, but it, suits its purpose knowing 
full well for whose consumption it disseminates these falsehoods. Its 
readers will believe in them as they believe in their Gospel. The paper 


further states that the Jews assist the Japanese with money, and are fitting - 


out for them an entire fleet of cruisers, and it points out that all this is 
done by the Jews to avenge the Kishineff massacres. : 

7 This looks very serious for the Russian Jews, and unless something is 
done, we may soon hear of new massacres even worse than those at 
Kishineff. 

The poor Jews! They do all in their power to show their thorough 
patriotism for their country. They send their sons to the battlefields; 
they invoke God’s blessing on the Russian arms; they send contributions 
to the Imperial fund for the sick and wounded. And yet, in face of all 
this, the “ yellow press,” at this critical moment, arouses the bad instincts 
of the populace against these true patriots and best citizens. That the 
falsehoods spread by the “yellow press” obtain credence in Russia is 
proved by the following fact: At Krementchug, during divine service at 
the local synagogue, the Chief of Police, according to the Youshnaya 
Rossia, delivered a speech in which, amongst other things, he touched on 
the absurd rumours that the Jews collect money and forward it to the 
Japanese dor the purpose of strengthening their military operations. “ That 
is a lie,” he said, “it is the enemies of Russia who disseminate sedition 
among the people in order to cause a national collision. Do not believe in 
these rumours. The Jews offer themselves quite as willingly as the Russians 
in defence of the dear Fatherland. They willingly offer their mites for the 
needs of Russia in its struggle with the enemy.” 

This is good so far as it goes, but the voice of this excellent Chief of 
Police is not sufficient to stop the venom of the “yellow press.” It is 
for the Jews themselves to bestir themselves if they wish to prevent a catas- 
trophe. There are some representative Jews at St. Petersburg whose duty 
it is to approach the Tsar and his Ministers, and to point out the evil which 
is bound to follow unless the “ yellow press” is gagged in time. But if those 
Jews are chicken-hearted it would not be out of place if our English repre- 


rooted notions. Notwithstanding the repeated, emphatic pronouncement 
of the Chief Rabbi, during his pastoral visits to the provinces, that it is 
both a waste of time and labour to teach our young through the medium of 
any other tongue than the vernacular, the majority of our foreign brethren 
in Leeds, Manchester, and other centres would adhere to their perverted 
notion that Yiddish is a language second only to Hebrew in sanctity, and 
that it would be nothing short of sacrilege to learn the Holy Torah with the 
help of an English translation. 

© English,” they will say, if one argues with them, “our children learn 
in school: when we send them to Cheder we want them fo learn ‘ Yiddish- 
kept” 

Again, should all the rabbonim we have here be admitted to full 
and permitted to take their places Ol the proposed Treecon- 
stituted Eeclesiastical Board, every one with his proper diities assigned to 
him, their jealousy of each other, of which we have had many examples, and 
which is to be greatly deplored in a body to which we look up for light and 
leading in the matter of our spiritual heirloom, must hamper the Board in 
its work. There would be trespassing on one another’s rights, there would 
be ingenious ransacking of the whole store of casuistry in order to prove 
illegal what the other has declared to be legal, and more especially would 
the question of superiority, which has always been achard nut to crack 
among our rabbonim, loom large on the ecclesiastical horizon, .I entertain 
the greatest respect for our Russian and Polish rabbis in general, many of 
whom are found to be truly good and great men, in whom God and man 
may delight, as they combine ANNA and *AYSA. But we have so few 
here of this desirable class that they can be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. 

To the allegation that the Shochet is the religious multum in parvo, 
anyone even with a superficial knowledge of provincial Judaism must take 
exception. This is far from being the case. He does not even receive 
the small modicum of respect due to him. His influence is nil. He has 
no voice whatsoever in congregational affairs, but has to plough his narrow 
and lonely furrow without either turning to the right or to the left, lest he 
incur the wrath of those who look upon him as their employee. 

Still, notwithstanding all difficulties, insurmountable though they 
may appear, there is no reason why the thing should be left alone. The hill

THE INDUSTRIAL COMMITTEE OF THE JEWISH BOARD OF 
GUARDIANS. | 

Str,—As one of the Visiting Guardians of apprentices of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, I read; with much interest, your report of the import- 
ant discussion in regard to the work of the Industrial Committee 
at the meeting of the Board last week. My purpose in writing is to offer a 
protest against the President's reference to what he was pleased to call 
(according to your report) “a factious agitation going on outside,” and, at 
the same time, give some reasons—in my view cogent ones—why the non- 
eleemosynary work of the Board should be dissociated, as far as practicable, 
from the charitable relief which it undertakes. 

I would inform the President of the Board that the movement in this 
direction is neither a factious agitation, nor has it been espoused or con- 
ducted by persons who have no connection with the Industrial Committee 
or knowledge of its work. That three members of the Board spoke in 
sympathy with it on Monday week should he sufficient evidence on the 
subject; but, in point of fact, the reforms suggested have originated with, 
and been supported by, ladies and gentlemen, some of whom are at present 
members of the Industrial Committee, and all of whom have gained 
experience of its work as Visiting Guardians of apprentices, and in other 
branches of social work. There is, therefore, no justification for the state- 
ment of the President. 

It is the avowed aim of the Industrial Committee to make of its 
apprentices independent men and women, and to remove from their minds 
any suspicion that they are receiving charity. In proof of this, it is stated 
that the offices of the Committee are entirely separate from the other depart- 
ments of the Board. But, Sir, the lads who come under the Committee’s 
charge cannot appreciate the fine distinction between one floor of a building 
and another. To them the institution is known as a Board of Guardians 
for the relief of the Jewish poor, and the fact that they enter its portals by a 
separate entrance is of little importance. 

I am, of course, aware that charitable moneys are being devoted to the 
work of the Industrial Committee, but that fact does not constitute an 
argument against the reform which I advocate. It might, with equal force, 
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be urged that, because public moneys are being used for the support of 
Jewish Voluntary Schools or boys’ and girls’ clubs, they should be con- 
sidered so many charitable institutions. It is also argued that as many 
of the apprentices are children of recipients of charitable relief, the two 
operations should be associated. In my judgment, however, they should be 
wholly divorced. The one, by paying for the apprentice a premium which 


- has to be returned, and, in many cases, enabling him or her to attend 


technical schools, is essentially of a non-eleemosynary character; the other 
is purely and solely “charity” in its restricted sense. 

It is the opinion of nearly all those whose experience in philanthropic 
work, and especially amongst the young, enables them to speak with 
authority that every possible step should be taken in the manner indicated. 
If we are satisfactorily to accomplish the object of inducing in our lads and 
lasses a healthy spirit of independent manliness and womanly feeling, then 
every obstacle to this end should be removed, and especially those which, 
at every turn, associate: them (whether they desire it or not, or whether 
they know it or not) with an institution founded mainly for the. dis- 
tribution of charitable relief. | 

To those who have seen the long queue of lads (many of them younger 
brothers of the apprentices) on Sunday morning, with notices, “ Beware of 
Pickpockets,” surrounding them, and with the men and women applicants 
for assistance from the Loan Department at their side in the underground 
corridor at the Board’s offices, the present system cannot but seem undesir- 
able. The practice, too, of a relieving officer of the Board (not, be it noted,.a 
clerk of the Industrial Committee) visiting cases, and of each application 
being marked “deserving” or “not deserving,” as the ease may be, by the 
Secretary, thus emphasising that association to which L have referred, must 
also be condemned. 

As the result of “ factious agitations ” frome inside, minor reforms in the 
desired direction have, from time to time, been introduced. The Com- 
mittee of one of the East End working boys’ clubs recently offered all the 
assistance in their power to the Industrial Committee, and a proposal was 
made that the apprenticing rotas should be held there. This proposition, 
however, did not receive the support of a majority of the Committee. A 
further suggestion that the repayments of premiums should be made at the 
premises of the club where the two clerks who are engaged in this work on 
Sunday mornings could-be as well occupied as in what:>Mr. N. S. Joseph 
styles “the cellars of the Board,” was likewise rejected. No adequate 
argument has been given for the rejection of either proposition. Tf the 
ladies’ rota 1s held at a girls’ club, and repayments made there, the refusal 
to adopt a similar course in the case of the boys would seem to call for some 
further and better explanation than has yet been made. 

Similar arguments to those I have adduced could, of course, also be 
brought forward in regard to the other self-help department of the Board, 
i.e., the Loan Department. | | 

I had intended, to refer to the work generally of the Tndustrial Com- 
mittee, and, in particular to the very large number of cancellations of 
indentures (107) last year—a very large proportion, there being 707 appren- 
tices on the books of the Board—but I have already taken up much of your 
space, and I hope to have another opportunity of alluding ¢* this unsatis- 
factory state of things.

THE NEED OF CLUBS FOR JEWISH YOUTHS. 

Sir,—As one interested in the scheme put forward for the formation of 
“Old Boys’ Clubs,” I should like to state the yvrowing need for such 
institutions. 

What becomes of lads after they leave a lads’ club? At present there are 
no institutions run on the same system as boys’ clubs. Where do the boys 
go? Some join working men’s clubs, but the majority, after they have left 
the pure atmosphere of a boys’ club, drift on to a path which, in some cases, 
leads downward. 

Some have said that Jewish boys attend mission halls. T am certain 
that this fact has been greatly exaggerated. Knowing the East End average 
lad as I do, I am certain that the amusements afforded by the East End 
theatres and music halls are more appreciated than the mission halls. If 
our desire is to make.good Jews and good citizens of the rising generation, 
why leave them to themselves when they reach the age which is so suscep- 
tible to every temptation? It must be borne in inind that in these matter- 
of-fact times surrounding influences are greater than the influences of the 
home. A lad when he becomes too old for a lads’ cluh, finds himself invari- 
ably brought face to face with influences other than those of the home. 
The time, then, has come when something should be done. Jewish working 
men’s clubs should be started as soon as possible, and they should be run 
on lines similar to those of boys’ clubs. There is not the slightest necessity 
eh such clubs to be mixed ones. Why should they? West End clubs are 
not.

THE LIVERPOOL TRIAL. 

Sir,-—-The community generally has felt indebted to the Jewish Chronicle 
for giving what seemed to be an accurate and impartial report of the 
Liverpool trial. From the “explanations” in your last issue, it would now 
appear that you have given a not altogether faithful account—that you 
have (by accident) misreported some of the statements of the witnesses.

One statement in Sir Samuel Montagu’s evidence (as reported by you) 
is being severely criticised: if it be due to wrong reporting, the sooner the 
matter is put right the better for all concerned. The words in auestion are 
these: “There was only a liturgical difference between the Reform and 
Orthodox congregations.” I cannot believe that Sir Samuel stated this on 
oath. Perhaps some member of Berkeley Street, feeling that the question 
dare not be tampered with, will speak out. — Ae 

As regards what has been said concerning “the very insignificant 
minority ”—alas! Israel among the nations is but a very insignificant 


minority; and hence the iron heels of mighty autocrats are too ready to

crush it under foot. Therein lies Israel’s tragedy. Mr. Tobin’s words, “ But 
remember, Dr. Adler, minorities have their rights,” are the very burden of 


our cry to those who resent our very existence as a separate, though insig- 


nificant, minority; the words must go straight to the hearts of Anglo-Jews. 

The real significance of much that was put forward at the trial depends 
largely on whether, or not, the premier congregation of the British Empire, 
the ancient Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, still autonomous with 


its independent Chief Rabbi, will consent to submit to a policy of silence, or 


will realise its duty as Jews and Englishmen. 

As for King John, the worst of England’s kings, hitherto infamous as 
the pre-Expulsion Dentist of Anglo-Jewry, I hope he is not going to be 
brought forward at this late date as an authority on matters Jewish. The 
vile tyrant’s affectionate reference to his “ beloved Presbyter” does not, 
with all due deference to the Chief Rabbi, prove in any way the antiquity 
of the office of Chief Rabbi, as the title was interpreted at the trial. The 
Barons, who wrenched from him the Magna Charta, were not “ unauthorised ” 
Jewish butchers of the period—they were great Englishmen who prepared 
the way for Cromwell and religious liberty. But more of this antes on. 
Your report may here also be in error. 


I am amused to read that, according to the Rev. John Harris, the “ Yoreh | 


Deah” is “ binding on the Jewish conscience.” Anti-Semitic investigators 
into the Shulchan Aruch are fond of this sort of phrase, and they make 
quotations from the book to serve their purpose. The strangest part of the 
whole unhappy matter is that while the “ insignificant minority” has been 
routed, the significant majority seem, at last, inclined to face the true 
issue; and this shows that something much higher than “ Yoreh Deah” is 
‘ binding on the Jewish conscience,” namely, the generous spirit of Judaism 
which has but one and the same law for the alien and for the native —for 


the poor Polish Jew, misguided in his ultra-orthodoxy, and for the wealthy 


unorthodox member of the congregation of British Jews. 

Happily, so far as English law is concerned, the Judge made. it 
quite ¢lear that the verdict has not established anything like the claim 
set up. “It is, perhaps, unnecessary to remind the jury,” he pointed out, 
“that the laws of the United Synagogue have no force as laws of the land ” 
and, again, “ No doubt,” said he, “these sacred books teach’ that their rules 
are binding on all Jews, but To do not know of any authority in this land 
that can legally enforce these rules. They are not part of the law of the 
land.” We all rejoice that Dr. Adler won his case, as freeing him “ from 
any malicious motive.” To deduce more from the verdict would cause 
most serious trouble, for it would mean aoviolation of the saered trust of 
religious liberty, which ts our one safeguard and all our hope.

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Physical Education among the. Jews. 


Dr. J. Snowman lectured on this subject to the members of the B’nei 
Zion Association on Saturday, The following is an abstract of his. paper: 

We are all agreed that Jewish culture is a desideratum of prime 
importance in Jewish national life. But if we have advanced so far as to 
postulate a national life, we must take into consideration the physical 
aspects of this life. The education of a people cannot be limited to 
literature, science, and theology; the education of the body to the develop- 
ment of its best powers must go hand-in-hand with the training of the 
mind to its highest functions. This is a lesson which urgently requires 
bringing home to the Jewish people at the present juncture of its history. 
As the national consciousness is becoming realised, and deliberations for 
the future political condition of generations, still unborn, are entered upon 
with serious responsibility, questions regarding our physical state must 
obtrude themselves very prominently, No one will venture to deny that 
the tendency in the progress of Jewish history, for many centuries, has 
heen to ignore the claims of physical development, and to exaggerate the 
demands of study and learning. This course has been forced upon the 
Jewish people by their social and political environment, and we may at 
once acknowledge that, so far, the results have not been conspicuously 
harmful, but there can be no question that the continued pursuit of the 
same policy is fraught with danger. The old saying about a healthy mind 
in a healthy body becomes the more true with the course of history. No 
nation is great that does not combine these two qualities, and the lack of 
either the one or the other indicates the beginning of decadence in a 
nation. A people seeking to renew its youth is imperatively called upon 
to devote its attention to both these two constituents of national existence. 
From this point of view, it must be granted that the physical side of 
Jewish regeneration hardly assumes the proportions it might justly claim 
in our councils. -It is evident enough that all plans elaborated for the 
future will fail, until our descendants are in possession of vigorous physique, 
yood staying power, muscular strength, and full manly development. <A 
race of heroes, or even pioneers, is not begotten of “a parentage of frail and 
weak bodies, of mnothers and fathers with stunted frames and bent figures ; 
faces cannot look forward to a progeny 
of sturdy offspring. The circumstances which surround the bulk of the 
Jewish population of the world are bad enough, but even amid oppression 
they eannot always be denied fresh air and sunshine. The Ghetto and the 
Pale of Settlement do not shut out the physical advantages of out-door life, 
though they may rob it of its joys and pleasures. With all its drawbacks 
life in the Pale gives opportunies of physical exercise to the Russo-Polish 
Jew, which he does not find when he emigrates to London or New York and 
becomes a denizen of a self-imposed Ghetto. Russo-Polish Jewish life is 
largely village life, or, at any rate, was so until the present generation. 
Tne May Laws have, to a great extent, hindered the cultivation of village 
life among Jews by herding them into towns, many already overcrowded 
and nearly all fmghtfully defective from a sanitary standpoint. But, bad 
as the slums of Berditcheff and Lodz may be, they are much nearer pure 
air, green fields, and sunshine than the mean streets leading off Commercial 
Road. The forces which make for the physieal degeneration of the Russo- 
Jewish population may be beyond our control; but, if so, the demand to 
build up the physique of those who have escaped the Russian thraldom is 
all the more urgent. Remember that in Russia there is always the military 
system to which a large proportion of Jews are subject, and this necessarily 
secures some physical training for the Russian Jew, which remains in 
evidence in his muscles, his general bearing, and powers of endurance. 
There is nothing to replace these military exercises in the freedom of the, 
countries to which Jews emigrate. The military power is the standing 
witness of Russian authority, and, therefore, of Russian hardship. One 
can hardly marvel at the fact which naturally follows that the sympathies 
of the Russian Jew are antagonistic to militarism, and all that is associated 
It must be admitted that such healthy and recreative pastimes as 
drilling, athletics, gymnastics, and sports of all kind are viewed with 
some amount of suspicion by the average Russo-Jewish Israelite who has 
not assimilated Western ideas. An institution like the Jewish. Lads’ 
Brigade, for instance, an organisation whose objects are to be commended, 
and whose results are to be applauded, savours so much of that martial 
system which the Russian Jew necessarily identifies with oppression and 
persecution, that there is litthe wonder that the Jewish parent often looks at 
it with some misgiving. This, of course, is a feeling which wears off after 
a time, particularly in regard to a movement like the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, 
which is a powerful factor in improving the physique and the morale of 
many hundreds of Jewish lads in the East End. The fact, however, remains 
that the great:majority of Jews require educating to the necessity of physical 
culture, and to recognise that the spiritual welfare of remote generations 
depends, in some measure, on the health and vigour of ourselves and our 
immediate descendants. We may appeal to Jewish history to ascertain 
what part the maintenance of bodily strength has played in the economy 
of Jewish life. We shall see that in every age due regard was paid to 
physical exercise in some fashion or other, to the training of muscular 
power, and to the encouragement of healthy development. It is as well to 
remind oneself here that physical education does not only mean the ability 
to lift heavy weights, to do high jumps, to be an effective wrestler, or a 
long-distance runner. It is not concerned with sports and athletics only; 
but it includes every relation of life which goes to make up a healthy 
existence. It embraces the sanitary aspects of the food-we eat, the clothes 
we wear, the soil we live upon, and the surroundings of our homes, the 
quality and quantity of our work, and the conditions of our employment. 
It concerns itself with the prevention of disease, the care of children, and 
the regulation of study, and its graduation according to mental capacity. 
Nothing is foreign to phvsical education which will contribute to the pro- 
duction of a robust, well-formed, man or woman, endowed with normal 
intelligence and the natural instinets of morality. It is easy enough to see 
how these manifold interests of physical education touch on many matters 
elaborated in the Bible, the Talmud, and latter Jewish writings. The 
sanctity of human life, its care and preservation, are lessons emphatically 
taught by the Bible. The multiplication of human life by the growth of 
large families is a blessing of the highest significance according to Jewish 


ideas. The increase of population, even as the sand of the sea, became the. 


promised reward for the virtues of the ancestors of the Jewish race. One 
of the surest signs of physical degeneration of a people is heralded by a 
decrease in the birth-rate. Ts not France, at the present day, bestowing 
serious thought on the drop in the birth-rate shown by the last decade of 
the last century? There is, indeed, strength in numbers, and a race like 
the Jewish, in its state of dispersion, can little afford the losses which 
persecutions have inflicted upon it, nor can it contemplate with equanimity 
the defections from it which prosneritv or indifference bring about. Just 
in this very matter might physical and religious claims well unite forces 
to stem the tide of desertion from Judaism, because both from the physical 
and religious aspect, this becomes a serious weakening of the Jewish 
position among the nations of the world. The birth-rate among Jews, as 
far as can be ascertained. keeps well up to the average; and the fruitfulness 
of individual marriages is probably a little in excess of the average. To 


apply the methods of physical education to marriage would, perhaps, be a 
trifle premature in the present state of public opinion, but its un erlying 
principles certainly do approximate very closely to the Jewish ideals of 
marriage, prominent among which is the production of a healthy type of 
manhood and womanhood. Judaism has formed a due conception of 
perfection in physique, and it demanded that those who were to take part 
in the sacred functions of religious ceremony—the priests—should be men 
without physical blemish. The catalogue of deformities mentioned in the 
Pentateuch indicates that the acting priesthood was to be recruited only 


from well-developed specimens of priestly families. Indeed, some amount 


of athletic skill was necessary to be a successful priest, and get a fair share of 
the Temple service, because, it appears, the honour of clearing out the ashes 
of the altar fell to the priest who was first in the race up the ascent leading 
to the altar, and this daily race seems to have been productive of accidents 
similar to those in the scuffle of a modern football match. The priests were, 
in a eonsiderable measure. entrusted with the sanitary administration ot 
the people as testified by the position they, occupied in the process of the 
notification and isolation of eases of leprosy. The contamination of the 


community by infeetidn was guarded against by the methods detailed in 


the Bible, but even in the absence of disease some amount of attention 
seems to have been paid to the purity of the atmosphere in ordinary 
dwelling-rooms. Jahn states that the front of houses faced the north so as to 
secure the advantage of the breezes which blew from that quarter in the 
summer. As far as we can gather from the Bible, the physical condition of 
the Israelites was vigorous enough. During the time of the second Temple 
the whole mode of life changed among the Jews. The open air pursuits 
of previous ages were followed less and less; commerce and indoor indus- 
tries attracted the people in ever increasing quantities, and reliance came 
to be placed on gymnastics and athletics to cultivate physical strength. In 
this way the Greek games were’ introduced into Jewish life. 
This was the only branch of physical education which the 
Jews had to borrow from’ the Greeks; the study of 


its other departments the Jewish rabbis were original thinkers. The 


rabbinical writings contain a whole system of physical education on the 
relation of food and drink to a healthy life. The interests of physical 
education occupied a fair share of attention in ancient Jewish life. When 
Jewish nationality was destroyed as a political force, the people may have 
been diplomatically unwise, and socially disaffected, but they were not 
physically degenerate or morally vicious. Through this circumstance they 
were probably enabled to resist the trials of the Middle Ages and suc- 
cessfully survive them all. There is no doubt that the physical effects of 
the Jewish ritual of health contributed towards this. But throughout the 
whole period of the Middle Ages little interest was displayed in measures 
for physical development. The conditions of life among Jews absolutely 
forbade indulgence in luxuries of this description. Military exercises were 
venerally prohibited to them, but it appears they pursued the sport of 
hunting to a very limited extent in some countries; while in others such 
mild dissipations as ball-playing and duelling satisfied all gymnastic 
desires. In modern times, fvever in Western Europe and America, Jews 
have thrown themselves with considerame zeal into all kinds of athletics. 
In England, in the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, some of the most 
famous champions of the prize-ring have been Jews. The renown of “ Dutch 
Sam” is still high in all pugilistie circles. In more creditable fields of 
athletics Jews have also won their spurs, notably in the runnmg-jump and 
heavy weight-lifting. But they have shown aptitude and, skill in every 
department of sport, in boating, cycling, tennis, cricket, and football. One 
can ‘hardly take up any Jewish newspaper without some evidence in ifs 
eontents of the development of muscular Judaism, and in Berlin there is 
one journal entirely devoted to Jewish athletics. All this-is, in the highest 
degree, satisfactory, and indicates that the modern Jew is fully capable of 
holding his own in the world, from the physical, as well as from the mental 
and the intellectual, standpoint. At the present juncture in Jewish affairs 
it is eminently desirable to foster this particular variety of talent, for the 
reasons already explamed, although, as before stated, physical education 
is in no wise limited to sport. Sport, indeed, forms only one subject in a 
somewhat extensive curriculum, the whole of which is directed to the 
purposes of healthy living, good physique and sanitary surroundings. It 
is, of egurse, difficult to say what the future will brirtg forth for the bulk 
of the Jewish race in Russia. As their social condition gets worse, their 
physical condition must degenerate; but one may presume that a part of 
the solution will be found in emigration to the West or to the East. This, 
as we know, is the actual process now in progress. As Jews increase in 


tunity must be seized of directing their development physically to the best 
advantage. It goes without saying that this is a work of rather stupendous 
dimensions, and is, indeed, the concern of the State or Government. But 
the duty of physical education falls upon Jews in a two-fold capacity, both 


as citizens of the country to which they owe allegiance, and as members 


of the race into which they are born. It is impossible, in the course of a 
short paper, to describe any complete system of physical education; some 
brief references to a few details must suffice for the present. Overcrowding 
is regarded as one of the most fertile causes of degeneration. An average 
of more than two persons to a room constitutes unhealthy overcrowding. 
An ideally healthy city ought not to contain more than 25 persons to an 
acre. The district of Bethnal Green contains about 400 people to the acre 

“1 census). The evil of overcrowding lies in the fact that the individuals 
who live in that state get less fresh air than is necessary to aérate their 
blood and maintain it at the level of health. This might be corrected by 
free ventilation, but experience shows that in the dirtiest and smallest 
dwellings the occasions on which windows are opened are very few and far 
between. Under these conditions the seeds of disease are sown in profusion 
and grow luxuriously, and contagious fevers spread witli alarming rapidity. 
Children born in overcrowded districts come into the world handicapped 


by a heritage of debility, and their early vears of existence are lived in sucha 


way as to equip them but poorly for the battle of life. It is well-known that 
no community lavishes such care on infant life as the Jewish, that the 
mothers of Israel are the most solicitous and self-sacrificing nurses whom 
the world knows. The children naturally reap the advantage. Unfortun- 
ately, through the stress of poverty, or the frequency of desertion, many 
Jewish mothers are obliged to go to work when their infants are but a very 
few weeks old. This generally means a neglectful and careless bringing 
up of children by hand and serious undermining of their future health. A 
large amount of infant life is being wasted owing to the dense ignorance 
which prevails among women as to the methods of rearing children when, 
through one cause or another, they have to be fed by hand. To correct this 
ignorance is one of the first lessons in physical education, which every 
community should teach. Another cause of physical degeneration which 
has special interest for the Jewish community is over-study among 
children. The complaint is not that too much is taught, or that the average 
scholarship of the Jewish youth is too high; the complaint refers to the 
conditions of teaching and the want of proportion in the system employed. 
It has been said of old that Torah which is not combined with “ Derech 
Eretz ” will prove valueless. Schoolrooms require to be spacious and airy. 
In the absence of efficient ventilation the health of the children will suffer, 
the nourishment of their brain will be defective, and lessons will become a 
trial to their bodies as well as to their minds. The intellectual demands 
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on a Jewish child are particularly important because they inelude the study 
of Hebrew, in addition to the subjects of general education. Unless the 
study of Hebrew comes into the whole scheme of a child’s training, and is 
definitely planned out in its proper proportion in the curriculum, one of 
two things will happen. Either the teaching will be irregular and inade- 
quate, or the pupil will suffer physically under it. Hebrew must never be 


an “extra”; in a well organised system of education there is no place for 
extras. Either a subject is essential for the cultivation of the mind or 
body, or it 1s superfluous, and if the latter, if must be omitted. The place 
which is now usually assigned to Hebrew after a day’s work in school is 
physically very bad. There is a rabbinical saying, “Take heed of the 
children of the poor, for from them will learning come forth.” But there 
are grades of poverty; the poverty which goes with hunger is not calculated 
to develop good brain power. It is a vain and useless work to endeavour 
to give children food for their minds if their bodies are improperly nourished. 
Insufficient and improper food account for a good deal of physical unfit- 
ness among children, and one can hardly attempt to improve their physique 
without attending to the primary wants of the body. Of all the charitable 
claims which press upon a community like our own, not one compares 
in urgency with the demand to see that poor children who attend school 
should get sufficient to eat and to drink. As a matter of fact, all the 
problems of physical education centre themselves around the school, because 
the school affords the ‘best opportunity of inculcating the lessons and 
teaching the practice of healthy living. Among Jews all children get 
some kind of education either in schools or Chedorim, or both. even in those 
countries where there is no compulsory education, so that every Jewish 
child comes under some tutorial influence which inight reasonably be used 
for the emphasising of lessons of personal cleanliness, which gs such an 
important part of physical education. There is in Jewish ceremony a vast 
amount of ceatarkll which, in this way, lends itself to point morals of physi- 
cal education and healthy living. The Proverbs, in speaking of the Law, says 
“It shall be health to thy flesh and marrow to thy bones.” Enough has now 
been said to show that in the Jewish conception of life from all its aspects, 
the subjects which come under the head of physical education find a promin- 
ent place. The aim of physical education is to make us like the animal which 


was fit for sacrifice, perfect, and without blemish. net, however, to be 


ealled upon to become victims for religious Worship. but to live on in. 


health and strength, and to transmit to our descendants healthy minds in 
healthy bodies, the better to fit them fo carry ont our qiission among the 
races of the earth. |

The annual meeting of the Central Verein Zur 
Semitismus was held recently, and = was 
of ladies and gentlemen who appeared to take the keen 
proceedings. The announcement of the Chairman, 
walt Horwitz, that Consul A. M. Simon, of Hanover, 
address, was received with loud and prolonged 
subject of “The necessity of weaning our poore! 
pursuits of a pedlar or petty trader, and of traning them instead to handi- 
crafts, to agricultural and kindred pursuits,” it would be difheult to find a 
man better qualified to speak than the well known founder of the Jewish 
Agricultural Colony an Ahlem. Herr Simon has acquired an exhaustive 
knowledge of his subject by years of assiduous study. and by personal 
investigation in every part of the globe; he has put into beneficent practice 
the knowledge he has acquired by the sacrifice of no imeonsiderable portion 
of his honourably acquired fortune. His address, therefore, was not merely 
the enthusiastic advocacy of an untried scheme, but. giving undeniable 
facts and figures, bristled with proofs of gratifying results already achieved, 
and induced the majority of the audience more than they had done hereto- 
fore to-support the system so successfully inaugurated in Ahliem, a system 
of physical training, coupled with practical education Jewish benevolence, 
the lecturer said, had always dealt in large-hearted fashion with the claims 
of the sick and aged, but it was above all our duiy to rear a generation 
strong and sturdy, and fit for that struggle for existence im which Jews 
are more heavily handicapped than others. We want men of muscle and 
sinew, willing ana capable to dig and toil, men who. by their labour, 
maintain themselves, and enrich the country in which they live. That our 
coreligionists, so trained, will bring to bear on their labours suecessful 
intelligence there is not the slightest reason to doubt. We have no desire 
to educate for emigration German citizens of the Jewish faith. Germany 
has need of them herself. But the unfortunate victuns of persecution im 
Russia and Roumania, if they had been, or would he. schooled in the way 
indicated’ would readily find a home in Canada, in the United States, or 
elsewhere. No alien immigration law would bar their ingress. For “the 
travelling merchant,” who in his day played a useful enough part, there is 
no room under present economic conditions, but for the man who under- 
stands how, when, and where, to plant or to cut down trees, there is a 
place in the old world, as in the new. The lecturer then mentioned a 
number of instances in which gardeners and nurserymen from Ahlem had 
overcome the prejudice and jealousy of Christian comrades, and had 
secured fairly lucrative positions. The Consul obviously carried with him 
the sense of the meeting, although a few speakers contested some of 
his propositions. The pronouncement. of Herr M. A. Klausner, that, had 
the Jewish Board of Berlin done its duty, the honour of founding Ahlem 
would not have been. left to the philanthropy of a private individual, was 
received with a great burst of applause. The report of the committee, 
sandwiched between lecture and discussion, proved satisfactory in every 
respect. A very large increase in the number of inembers had strengthened 
the hands of the Verein, although conflict with anti-Semites had been less 
acute of late. | | |

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Notes op Some of the Latest Publications. 


Among learned works, no recent treatise has proved so popular as ; 
Wellhausen’s “ Israelitische und jiidische Geschichte” (Berlin, Reimer). The 
fourth edition appeared in 1901, and already a fifth is issued. There are no 
serious alterations, and the work remains what it was, a brilliant sketch of 
the course of Jewish history and culture from its beginning to its crisis at 
the Christian era. The occasional injustice and more than occasional pre- 
judices of Wellhausen do not blind a Jewish reader to the genius and insight 
of the author. . 

Mr. Thirtle’s theory of the “ Titles of the Psalms” (Frowde) amounts to 
this: The musical headings (beginning mostly M¥ID9, “To the Chief 
Musician ’’) have been misplaced, and belong to the previous Psalm. It is an 
acute suggestion, which deserves the closest consideration, but it does not 
seem probable. To take his strongest case, Psalms xlv.---vi. “Set to Alamoth ” 
in the Hebrew text is the heading of Psalm xlvi. Now, “ Alamoth” is 
usually (though not universally) taken to be “ Maidens,” but there is not 
much in Psalm xlvi. which seems peculiarly adapted to a choir of maidens. 
On the other hand Psalm xlv., which precedes it, is the royal Psalm, and the: 
description of the Queen in gold of Ophir might well be sung by women: 

, The King’s daughter within the palace is all glorious: 
Her clothing is inwrought with gold. 
She shall be led unto the King in embroidered work : 
The virgins her companions that follow her 
Shall be brought unto thee. 

Still, against this, | would urge the following: (a) Psalm xlvi. might 

have been sung by women, for in it we have the woman's ideal :— 
He maketh wars to cease unto the end of the earth ; — 
He breaketh the bow, and cutteth the spear in sunder ; 
He burneth the chariots in the fire. : 

Throughout, Psalm xlvi.is asong of non-resistance. (b) Psalm xlv. already 
has, in the Massoretrt arrangement, a dainty enough superseription: “ To 
Shoshannim,’ to Lilies, not a bad heading for the roval ode. (¢) Mr. Thirtle’s 
theory now throws “ Shoshannim” back to Psalm xliv., whieh he holds is a Pass- 
over Psalm, (“ Lilies” for “ Spring’). Anything more improbable could hardly 


he suggested. (d) “Alamoth”™ mav not mean “ Maidens.” the 
whole, it seems to me -that the new theory is not acceptable, 


but the book is thoroughly worth reading. It is interesting to see that 
the author arrives independently at Dr. B. Jacob's view that the heading 
VIA? in certain Psalms means to make mention of sins. Dr. Jacob sugvested 
that these Psalms were recited in the Temple while sin-offerings were being 
sacrificed. Mr. Thirtle holds again that Psalms headed N37 OY, were wine-

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Jottings from South Africa. 
{| FROM _CORRESPONDENTS. | 
J OHANNESBURG, 


Johannesburg is at present passing through a depression, which 1s 
unprecedented tor this town, both on account of its mitensity and of its 
prolonged durauon. tormer years, the very name of this city umplied 
wealth, Weaith easily gotten and easily expended. fortunes were made 
With extraordinary rapidity; hence the name, * Golden City “ was created, 
and in @ measure deserved. Matters have now changed, and citizens are 
laced with the serious problems how to cope with the icreasing poverty 
aud how to provide work tor the large numopers olf unemployed, Jews and 
Christians are striving very hard mideed to relieve the sufferings of this 
teeming unhappy humanity, but the poverty existing on these fields 1s 
absolutely appaiting, and the prospect of an immediate LMuprovement belng 
scunty lm tue extreme, the work is becoming increasingly difthcult. 1 
will be readily understood that the strain on the resources of our Jewish 
charitable institutions 1s exceptionally great, and, as an instance, may be 
quoted the tact that the Chevra Kedisha during the first six months of its 
present fihanclal year (July Ist to December 3lst, 1903) has expended on direct 
charity a sum averaging £200 per month. Jt is but fair to mention that all 
the other charitable institutions are similarly placed, and all those Jewish 
nen and women who so unselfishly and nobly carry out the great Jewish 
Virtue of charity deserve the utmost credit for their endeavours. Jewry. in 
this town has its shortcomings, but to its credit be it said that no 
differences of a communal or ritual kind-are ever permitted to interfere 
With the cause of charity. “On this. point the Jews of Johannesburg dare 
united, a’fact which reflects credit on the Jewish heart and sentiment. 

The warning note sounded by me on previous occasions to intending 
lminigrants must be emphatically repeated. Lt would be almost suicidat 
to proceed to the Transvaal at this juncture, unless the new-comer has 
reasonable chances of earning a livelihood. As a matter of fact, thousands 
of young, able-bodied men, willing to work for a living wage, are leaving 
the colony tor Want of employment. Though the chances ot an immediate 
lmiprovement are remote, everything possibie will be done in the meanwhile 
to help those who are in need and deserving of assistance. 

In your issue of January the loth, two letters, one by Mr. ‘A. M. 
Abrahams and one by Mr. Melzer, were published in reply to certain 
information furnished by me. Without desiring to enter upon a con- 
troversy, Which at the distance separating us would be impracticable, I 
merely desire to state that I neither misunderstood hor misrepresented 
Mr. Abrahaims’s remarks. 1 quite agree with the Headmaster of the Jewish 
School as to the urgency of providing Hebrew and secular instruction, not 
only to a portion, but to all the Jewish children on these fields, and the 
very urgency of the question prompted me to advocate the acceptance of 
the Government offer. Surely half a loaf is better than none at all, and 
if half an hour of religious instruction per diem is insufficient, and 1 bow 
to. Mr. Abrahams’s superior knowledge cf. scholastic requirements, there 
ean be no dithculty in augmenting such instruction by additional lessons 


.on Saturdays and Sundays. In an earlier part 1 have dealt with the severe 


depression, Which is at present prevailing in this town, the like of which 


has never been Known, and which is affecting all classes of the Community. - 


To regain and re-establish the even balance of our former prosperity is a 
question of perhaps years, and in view of the importance of this burning 
question, it 1s neither feasible nor expedient to await the advent of such 
times. Such 1s our position, and if it does not appear in a rosy light, it, at 
any rate, represents the true status of our coinmunity. It is futile to 
compare Johannesburg with London, and it is equally useless to refer to 
this centre as “the much advertised wealthy town.” At the present time, 
there are very few people who could render substantial support for the 
scheme Mr. Abrahams has suggested. Meanwhile, a large number of Jewish 
children are without Hebrew instruction of any kind. —. 

Referring to Mr. Melzer’s contradiction, the subject was exhaustively 
treated by me in a previous report, and I have reason for stating that the 
matter will be further dealt with in the quarters directly concerned. 

Under the auspices of the Johannesburg Jewish Guild, a very successful 
Cinderella was held on February 9th, at the Freemasons’ Hall. There was 
an attendance of some 250 ladies and gentlemen, and, as is usual with all 
the Guild’s functions, the arrangements were well and ably carried out. 

A ball was arranged to take place on the 29th of February in aid of the 


Jewish Ladies’ Communal League. This society, as may be:remembered. 


from former reports, has the management of the South African Jewish 
Orphanage largely under its control, and the funds required for the main- 
tainance of this excellent institution being heavy, it is to be trusted that a 
considerable sum can be handed to the League, An influential committee 
has been formed to arrange preliminaries, and the social success of the 
function is practically assured. There are now 17 inmates, besides the 
regular staff, in the Jewish and additional accommodation 
might—if absolutely necessary—be found for four or five more children. 
But the Committee are acting wisely by exercising the greatest discrimina- 
tion in the selection of applicants. Though numerous inquiries are con- 
tinually being received, the Committee, out of sheer necessity, can only 
entertain the most urgent cases. 

‘The marriage of Mr. Edgar Hyman, managing director of the Empire 
Palace of Varieties, Ltd., which took place recently in London, was made 
the occasion of an ovation at the local Empire Theatre, for the absent bride- 
groom. On the day of the marriage, a very large audience greeted Men- 
delssohn’s “ Wedding March” with an outburst of cheering, which left no 


doubt as to the remarkably good feeling entertained for Mr. Hyman. 


The Jeppestown Hebrew Congregation consecrated two new scrolls of the 
law on Sunday, the 7th of February, in the presence of a large number of 
congregants and visitors. The pretty little synagogue was wel] 
filled, and the young congregation, the progress of which I had occasion to 
refer to in previous reports, may well congratulate itself on. the success 
with which its affairs are managed. The Rev. J. M. East, a native of 
Jerusalem, presented one Sepher to the synagogue, on behalf of himself. 
his parents, his wife and children; the second was subscribed for by a 
number of ladies and gentlemen, residing in Jeppestown and adjoining 
townships. The ceremony, which was brief and impressive, consisted of 
the Mincha Service. and short. addresses by the Rey. Mr. East and the 
President, Mr. B. Alexander, J.P. r. J. Block, a member of the con- 
gregation, subsequently entertained all those present at his residence. 
The remarks made by Dr. Hertz and other speakers met with unqualified 
approval. The work done by the Rev. Mr. East was particularly com- 
mended, and his devotion to duty and Judaism were described as being 
unique and exceptional. The reverend gentleman discharges the offices of 
minister to the congregation and Jewish teacher without remuneration of 
any kind. In his reply, Mr. East referred to the great assistance rendered 
to him by his wife. Mr. East, previously to his coming to Johannes- 
burg, resided in Klerksdorp (Western Transvaal) where he performed all 
the duties incumbent upon a Jewish teacher and minister of a congregation 
in an honorary capacity. Needless to say, his departure was deeply

regretted. In Jeppestown Mr. East is deservedly held in high esteem and © 


veneration by his congregation. 

At the Freemasons’ Hall, on the 18th of February, the Rev. Dr. Hertz 
read a paper on “ Kant” before the members of the Transvaal Philosophical 
Society. The subject is probably one of the most difficult to be confined 
to the narrow limits of an hour, but Dr. Hertz acquitted himself in a 
remarkably clever manner and his remarks were keenly followed and highly 
appreciated by a large and intellectual audience.

The presentation of a silver cup to Julius Stazunsky and his appoint- 
ment as an honorary life member of the Jeppestown Congregation were 
occasioned by his Bris Milah, the first which took place under the auspices 
of the congregation. , W.S. 

Mr. D. Levine writes to us with reference to the reorganisation of the 
local Jewish Lads’ Brigade, which, in response to requests from several “old 
boys,” he took in hand last November. Starting with a roll of fifteen boys, 
these numbers have gradually increased to eighty, and the Brigade is 
progressing rapidly. The boys had made such excellent progress in their 
drill and discipline under Mr. B. H. Myers and Mr. Carter (both of whom 
have seen active service) that application for the attachment of the Brigade 
under direct military authority has been accepted.

Abrahams, the Chairman, said that it was a matter of pleasure that they had 
been able at last to secure larger premises, and pointed out that~ much of 
the eredit for this was due to the efforts made by Mr. Goodman, their 
Secretary. They missed very much the presence of their late respected 


President, sir. H. Freeman-Cohen. “t had been under consideration to defer

The Marriage Law in the United States. 


[FROM OUR BALTIMORE CORRESPONDENT. | : 

An interesting case of the conflict of Jewish and Civil law in the 
United States, involving the marriage of an uncle to his niece, had to be 
solved by me professionally not long ago, but just long enough to conceal 
the identity of my clients, even at this distance, from you. The Maryland 
code of laws prohibits, in its table of persons within the so-called Levitical 
degrees of consanguinity, the marriage both of aunt to nephew and of uncle 
to niece. While the Old Testament (Leviticus, xvili., 12, 13 and 14), forbids 
Inarriage of a man with his aunt expressly, the Rabbis have held (as is 
well-known) that the prohibition does not include the niece. So when Mr. 
N., about a week before the nuptials of his favourite daughter to her 
relative, learned, for the first time, that there was a doubt about the legality 
of the marriage, he was astounded, and this resolved itself into the utmost 
perplexity, when, after a visit to his Christian lawyer, he was told to call 
off the wedding announcement and feast; and especially because the 
young folks, who were very much attached, asserted that they were not to 
re held back by such legal casuistry. They would elope, and that would 
fix everything. But, as you well know in England, to leave the State in 
order to evade the marriage laws, is to leave the marriage (if it be illegal at 
home) in the same hopeless condition. And so the sage counsellor advised 
his chent, and when it was brought to me, l-immediately recalled as to this 
point the case (reported in the Jewish Chronicle) in the Montefiore family, 
ii which some of the family were disinherited, when their progenitors 
thought they had fixed the matter, so that the laws of England for the time 
evaded, would not affect the descendants (see De Wilton v. Montefiore, Law 
Reports, 2 Chancery Division, fol. 481, for 1000). 

The facts, as laid before me, showed a slight variance; the bridegroom- 
eleet was only of the half-blood of the bride-elect’s mother. An examination 
of the authorities, notably Bishop’s “ Law of Marriage and Divorce,” dis- 
closed the fact that for this purpose the law regards the half-blood in 
consanguinity in the same light as the full blood. 

What: State of the Union, then, permits Jews to marry according to 
their own reading of the Levitical Code, and is it safe to attempt the 
evasion i Maryland, both from the criminal and civil aspects of the 
case, as Well for the parties to the marriage, as for their descendants? These 
were the problems which I had to solve, and, in short order, for time was 
pressing. | 

An examination of the codes of the — forty-five states, 
and several territories, of the laws of marriage and | divorce, 
showed marked differences, but a surprising uniformity as to the Levitical 
degree. Incidentally, many forbid the marriage of first cousins. Some 
declare such marriages void «ab initio, which would make any descendants 
for ever illegitimate, whether declared so by the courts, or not. The 
Maryland Statute, examined with reference to its judicial interpretations, 
makes such a marriage only voidable, and not absolutely void. The State 
of Rhode Island, alone of all the States, makes a special exception as to 
marriages for Jews and in this language: “The provisions as to previous 
sections (marriages within the prohibited degrees) shall not extend to, or in 
any way affect, any marriage which may be solemnized among the Jews 
within the degrees of affinity or consanguinity, when allowed by their 
religion.” | 

Was it safe to advise a trip thither, and thus to evade .the law? The 
penalties were of two kinds: The States’ Attorney might proceed against 
the parties to the marriage, and the fine would be $100, not to mention the dis- 
yrace visited on the family. Again, such a marriage is voidable in Maryland, 
Whether contracted by Marylarders within or without the State. Happily, 
a recent decision had cleared up some former doubt as to the effect of this 
law. Now it is certain that steps to declare such a marriage null and void 
can only be taken during the life-time of both parties thereto, and that by 
the filing of appropriate proceedings by the contracting parties themselves. 

Thus relieved of all responsibility, 1 was free to advise the necessary 
steps to contracting the marriage. Since preparations had already been 
nade, the minister notified, the cards and invitations issued, I was asked 
if some sort of a marriage ceremony could not be held at the time fixed and 
town-talk avoided?) An ‘examination of Mielziner’s “Jewish Law of Mar- 
riage and Divorce” showed me that the Kiddushin, the final act of the 
elaborate ceremony, is the real tying of the knot in the “ face of the Church,” 
all else being the civil preliminary. I had to reject this avenue because 
the minister, a client of mine, was a highly reputable gentleman, and I 
could not expose him to the risk of some slip between the cup and the lip, 
even though it was agreed that promptly after the performance of the unes- 
sentials of the marriage ceremony, the parties would, under my convoy, 
proceed to be married in Rhode Island. | 

Then they would have a civil marriage at once, and follow it up by 
the religious ceremony and jollification on the day arranged. Therefore, 

ith all haste I telegraphed to: find necessary information. Fortunately, 
the Rev. Henry 8S. Morais was then in charge of the historic synagogue at 
Newport, celebrated with its graveyard in Longfellow’s poem, “ The Jewish 
Cemetery at Newport.” He replied, in answer to my telegram, that local 
lawyers said that the marriage could be contracted by non-residents as well 
as residents, and, furthermore, that on both parties signing the registry 
hook, the Clerk of -the Court, for the necessary fee, would immediately issue 
the necessary marriage license, which would be good for immediate suse 
The parties proceeded as fast as they could to arrange the marriage, but 
while this match was arranged in heaven, it was-consummated in Pro- 
vidence (R. [.); the parties were too impatient to proceed further to New- 
port, 

That 1 was justified in regarding the Jewish interpretation of the pro- 
hibited degrees, appears in the text of the English law report above cited 
where a “Jewish common law” is spoken of, which the Courts of England 
are accustomed to recognise. This view is enforced in the report of a case 
decided in New York City before the New Amendinents to the Laws of 
Domestic Relations (1893) made such marriages, as here considered, 
void for ever. In that case (2 City Court Reports, fol. 143, for 1885), the 
Court refused to consider the exception against public policy, and the 
wisdom of such selection was left to the parties themselves. Then, why 
not «a fortiori to the discernment of the Jewish Rabbins of the Talmud? 
Mr. Max J. Kohler, of New York City, has called my attention to this, and 
to yet another, case in the Federal Courts, touching the exclusion of an 
alien immigrant, which is in point. He considers: the decision unten- 
able. In this ease, a husband, who had become a citizen of Pennsylvania, 
sought to bring from Russia his wife and child; the former was his niece 
married to him according to rabbinical law, and the latter an idiot. The 
Commissioners of Immigration sought to exclude them on the ground that 
wife and child were likely to become public charges. The Court held that 
his having become a citizen did not, under the peculiar circumstances, 
invest them with citizenship; and, further, because tne continuance of the 
marriage relation in Pennsylvania would expose the parties to indictment 
by the criminal law, such marriage is void here. Wherefore, the Judge 
ordered wife and child to be deported (District Court for Eastern Penna, 199, 
Fed. Rep. 886, 1901). The error in the Judge’s decision is that the citizenship 
of husband and father does not inure to the benefit of wife and child.

Ecclesiastes. 


Dr. WASHINGTON SULLIVAN lectured yesterday week before the members of the 
Jewish Study Circle, at Westminster Jews’ Free School, on Ecclesiastes. The 
Rev. G. Friedlander was in the chair. 

The LECTURER said. that there was no work of antiquity that possessed such an 
attraction for the student of morality and religion as. did Ececlesiastes.. The sug- 
gestiveness of the book was only equalled by its difficulty. In the Authorised Version it 
consisted of a string of loosely-connected aphorisms, of statements often contradictory. 
There seemed to be no plan in its conception. Its matter was 1mpenetrably obscure. 
Parts of. the book were tinged with the pessimism of the East. The principles laid 
down im it were Nihilist in-character, and leading io universal doubt and pessimism. 
It was a document from which no coherent: philosophy could be abstracted, and 
the writer seemed sorely perplexed on the spiritual side. Some sort of order had been 
brought into the treatise by Bueckel, of Vietina. who had made a suggestion that 
would solve many of the difficulties. Elis theory was that the pages of the manu 
script had, by some accident, become transposed. Therefore, there was at present no 
coherency, no consecutive thought m the book. Its interruptions, its contradictions 
and difficulties would, to some extent, be overcome if they supposed a transposition of 
its pares. It would then fall into two custinet parts bet ween which there would be 
seen a marked difference. In the earlier the author talks as a pure philosopher, in 
the latter he approaches problems from the concrete point of view of the man who 
was not only endowed with privileges, but also saddled with duties. The author was 
an agnostic, a sceptic, but not an aggressive one. He had abandoned Hebraism, the 
national religion, for he could not get its theories to fit in with his own experiences 
of life. That was why such books as Ecclesiastes were so exquisitely entrancing. There 
was nothing so absorbing as the self-revelation of a soul The lecturer's conception 
of the auther was as a man who had lived, not merely existed, who had _ travelled, 
and who was quite familiar with the various forms of speculative 
in the lands of the East. If it owas impossible for him to | sub- 
scribe to the national religion, he took up that attitude in no spirit of 
bitterness. Koheleth was the book to read during times of despondency.  ~ Dr. 
Sullivan then proceeded to analyse the philosophy of the book, and reconstructed the 
experiences by means of which the author had attained tO it. Having discovered that 
selfishness was its own puntshment, the author passed to the next phase of thought as 
expressed in the lines, ** Cast thy bread upon the waters. for thou shalt find it after 
many davs. (aive a portion to seven, ancl also to elght for thou knowest not what evil 
shal] be upon the earth.’” The failure of the political fabrie of Israel had led largely 
to the views he held. His remedy for al] that he had set. out was renunciation, or, 
rather, prudential forbearance. One should aim at a comfortable mediocrity. 

The Rev. MicHarEL ADLER said that thev had all been charmed by the poetie force 
of the lecturer's large and beautiful insight given into one-of the most beautiful books 
of the Bible. Many of the lecturer’s opimions. however. were open to criticism, and Mr.
